Virtves.—lIt is an herb.under the 
dominion of the Moon and Cancer, and: therefore if the 
weaknefs of the retentive faculty is caufed by an evil influ- 
ence of Saturn, in any-part of the body governed by the 
Moon, or under the dominion of Cancer, this herb cures 
it by fympathy ; and it cures the following difeafes of the 
body under the influence of Saturn, by antipathy.

women, whofe menfes flow too faft or too abundantly. 
A decoction is good for fore eyes. Of the leaves intuled, 
or boiled ‘in oil, with fome green olives, is made an ex- 
cellent greet Balfam, not only for green and frefh wounds, 
but alfo for old’ and inveterate ulcers, efpecially if a little 
fine clear turpentine is diffolyed therein. It is alfo reputed 
to do good in all inflammations that arife from pains, by 
hurts and’ wounds. It is a fine cooling herb, a good vul- 
nerary, and an excellent ointment is made from it as fol- 
lows: The leaves are to be chopped to pieces, and. four 
pounds of them are to be put into three pounds of fuef, 
and one pint of oil, melted together... Boil the whole un- 
til the herb is a little crifp, and then the ointment is to 
be ftrained off, when it will appear of a beautiful green.

Descriprion.—T his is a fungous fubftance, of a round- 
ifh, angular, unequal fhape, and of different fizes, from 
the bignefs of a man’s fift to that of his head. It is very. 
light, as white as fnow, and may be readily rubbed inta 
meal between the fingers; but it has a few fibres, and a 
callous ath coloured reddifh rind, whofe lower part is per- 
forated by exceeding fmall feeds that lodge in the. holes. 
‘Vhe tafte is at. firft fweetifh, then bitter, acrid, and- nau- 
feous, with a flight aftringency. . | 

There are a great variety of thefe excrefcencies ; and 
they differ as much in virtue, as dogs the fubftances on 
which they grow. A fort is found at the foot. of oak trees, 
which is eatable and good tafted; it varies very much in 


fhape and fize, having feen from an ounce or two, to near 


two pounds weight. It is of a flefhy and juicy fubftance, 
has neither holes nor pores, but is dotted on the outfide 
with red, not unlike the meat of a lobfter claw. Some- 
‘times it is fhaped like liver, nor very different in colour, 
for the upper furface is a brown red; the under approaches 
tq a buff colour, full of fmall pores; the inner fubftance 
is flefhy and fucculent, ftreaked with deeper and paler 
red. “They are frequently found a foot and a half in di- 
ameter, feemingly made up of nothing but leaves, of 
which fome pafs over, and fome pafs under each other ; 
to which may be obferved, that thefe fungous leaves are 
moftly half an inch thick, all joining in one thick bafis, 
by which.it adheres to the ftump of an oak tree, It con- 
fifts of two forts of fibres ; hot which frame the. upper 
and. outward furface, are tough, and of a-ligamentous 
firmnefs, placed horizontally ; the others. are foft and

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perpendicular to the firft, and form together the under 
furface, which is exceeding white and full of pores. 

» Touchwood, or fpunk, is made from the fungus which 
grows about willows; this fort is full of minute pores, 
which can hardly be perceived, being hid with the flimiy 
white fubftance which covers the under fide of it while 
frefhy In France and Germany they boil it in’ a very 
ftrong lye, and when dry again beat it with a mallet, and 
afterwards boil it, in Germany, with faltpetre ; in France, 
with gunpowder. ‘This generally anfwers the end of tin- 
der, and is much cleaner. Decayed timber, rotten wood, 
and old walls produce many kinds of fungi, the virtues of 
which are not fufficiently known to recommend the trial.

GovERNMENT AND VirtTues.—Apple-trees are all un- 
der the dominion of Venus. In general they are cold 
and windy, and the beft are to be avoided, before they are 
thoreughly ripe; then to be roafted or fealded, and a little 
{pice or warm feeds thrown on them, and then fhould 
only be eaten after or between meals, or for fupper. 
‘They are very proper for hot and bilious ftomachs, but 
not to the cold, moift, and flatulent. The more ripe 

ones eaten raw, move the belly a little; and unripe ones 
have the contrary effe&,, A poultice of roafted fweet ap- 
ples, with powder of frankincence, ‘removes pains of the 
fide; and a poultice of the fame apples ‘boiled in plantain 
water to a pulp, then mixed with milk, and applied, takes . 
away frefh marks of gundowder ‘out of the fkin. Boiled 
er roafted apples eaten with rofe water and fugar, or with 
_ alittle butter, is a pleafant' cooling diet for feverifh com- 
plaints. An infufion of fliced :apples with their fkins in 
boiling water, a cruft of bread, fome barley, and ‘a little 
mace or all-fpice, is a very proper cooling diet-drink in 
fevers. Roafted apples are good for the afthmatic ; either 
raw, roafted or boiled, are good for the confumptive, in 
inflammations of the breafts or lungs. ‘Their fyrup is a 
good cordial in faintings, palpitations, and melancholy : 
‘The pulp of boiled or rotten apples in a poultice, is good 
for inflamed eyes, either applied alone or with milk, or 
rofe or fennel-waters. ‘The pulp of five or fix roafted ap- 
ples, beaten up with a quart of water to Jumd’s wool, and 
the whole drank at night in an hour’s fpace, fpeedily cures 
fuch as flip, their water by drops, attended with heat and 
pain. Gerard obferves, if it does not effetually remove 
the complaint the firft night, it never yet failed the fecond. 
‘The four provokes urine moft; but the rough ftrengthens 
moft the {tomach and bowels.

rifing in their ftomachs, ufing it familiarly either green or 
dry; either the herb or root, or the flowers in broth, 
drink, or meat, or made into conferve, fyrup, water, 
electuary, or powder, as beft fuits the palate, or as the 
time or feafon requires ; helps the jaundice, falling fick- 
nefs, the palfy, convulfions, or fhrinking of the finews, 
_ the gout, thofe that are inclined to the dropfy, and thofe 
that have continual pains in their heads, although it turn 
to phrenzy. ‘The powder mixed with pure honey, is no 
lefs available for all forts of coughs or colds, wheezing, or 
thortnefs of breath, diftillations of thin rheum upon the 
lungs, which caufes confumptions. The deco&tion made 
with mead, and a little penny-royal, is good for thofe 
that are troubled with putrid agues, whether quotidian, 
tertian, or quartan, and to draw down and evacuate the 
blood and humours, that, by falling into the eyes, hinder 
the fight : the decoction thereof made in wine, and taken, 
kills the worms in the belly, opens obftructions, both of

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the fpleen and liver ; cures ftitches, and pains in thé back _ 
or fides, the torments and griping pains of the bowels, | 
and the wind colic; and mixed with honey, purges the 
belly, helps to bring down women’s courfes, and is of 
{pecial ufe for thofe that are troubled. with: the falling 
down of the mother, and pains thereof, and caufes an 
eafy and f{peedy delivery of ‘women in child-birth, It alfo 
helps to break and expel the ftone, either in the bladder. 
or kidneys. ‘The decoétion with wine gargled in the 
mouth, eafes the tooth-ach. It is commended againft the 
ftinging or biting of venomous ferpents, or mad dogs, 
being ufed inwardly and applied outwardly to the place, . 
A drachm of the powder of Betony, taken with a little 
honey. in fome vibe, does wonderfully refrefh’ thofe 
that are over-wearied by travel. It ftops bleeding at the 
mouth or nofe, and helps thofe who void or fpit blood, 
and thofe that are burften or have a rupture; and is good 
for fueh as are’ bruifed by any fall or otherwife. ‘The 
green herh bruifed, or the juice applied to any imward 
hurt, or outward green wourid in the head or body, will 
quickly heal and clofe it up; as alfo any veins. or finews 
that are cut; and will draw forth any broken bone or ~ 
{pliater, thorn, or other things got into the fleth. ‘Tt is. 
no lefs profitable for old fores or filthy ulcers; though 
they be fiftulous and hollow. But fome advife to put a. 
little falt to this purpofe; being applied with a little hog’s~ 
lard, it relieves.a plague fore, and other boils and erup- - 
tions. ‘The fume of the decoétion while-it is warm, re 
ceived by a funnel into the ears, eafes the pains of them, 
deftroys the worms, and cures the running fores' in them,

Descriprion.—The roots of Cuckow Point are round- 
ifh and tuberous ; about as big as a walnut; of a white 
colour on the infide, fending from the fides feveral white 
ftrings, by which it is fixed in the earth: the leaves are 
long and large, of a fhining green colour, in fhape like the 
head of a fpear, or a barbed arrow; in fome plants they

“Fhe milk wherein 
the roct has been boiled, is effectual alfo for the fame — 
purpoie, ‘Lhe. faid powder taken in wine or other drink, 
or the juice of the berries, or the powder of them, or the 
wine. wherein they have been boiled, provokes urine, 
brings down women’s courfes, and purges them molt. ef- 
fectually after child-bearing, to bring away the after-birth. 
‘Taken with fheep’s milk, it heals the inward ulcers of 
the bowels. The diftilled water thereof is effeCtual to 
all the. purpofes aforefaid. A fpoonful taken at a 
time, heals the itch; and an. ounce or more taken as 
one dofe for fome days together, helps the rupture : the 
leaves, either green or dry; or the juice of them, cleanfes 
all manner of rotten and filthy ulcers, in what part of the 
body foever; and heals the {tinking fores in the nofe, 
called polypus. The water wherein the root. has been. | 
boiled, dropped into \the eyes, cleanfes them from. any 
film or fkin, cloud or mifts, which begin to. hinder the 
fight, and helps the watering and rednefs of them ; or 
when, by fome chance, they become black and blue.

GovERNMENT AND VirtTuEs.— There is no difpute to 
be made, but that they are under the dominion of the 
Moon, though they are fo much cried out againft for their 
coldnefs, and if they were but one degree colder they 
would be poifon.. The beft of Galenifts hold them to be 
cold and moift in the fecond degree, and then not fo hot 
as either lettuces or purflain: they are excellent good fora 
hot ftomach, and hot liver; the unmeafurable ule of them 
_ fills the body full of raw humours, and, indeed, the un- 
meafureable ufe of any thing elfe does harm.

The 
ufual courfe is, toufe the feeds’ in emulfions, as they make 
almond milk: but a far. better way, in my opinion, “is 
this: when the feafon of the year is, take the Cucumbers 
and bruife them well; diftil the water from them, and let 
fuch as are troubled. with ulcers in the bladder, drink no 
other drink... The face being wafhed with the fame.water, 
cures the reddeft face that is; it is alfo excellently, good. for 
fun-burning, freckles, and morphew.'

Descripriox.—-Common Garden Dilf is an uimbelli . 
.ferous plant, that refembles both in root, ftalk and leaf, : 
our common fennel. It grows up with feldom more than. 
one ftalk, neither fo high, nor fo great ufually as fennel, ’ 
being round ‘and fewer joints thereon, whofe leaves are 
fadder, and’ fomewhat long, ‘and-fo like fennel, that it de- 
ceilves many, but harderin handling, and fomewhat thicker, | 
and of a ftronger unpleafant feent: the tops of the ftalks 
have four branches, and fmaller umbels of yellow flow-— 
ers, which ‘turn into fmall feed, fomewhat flatter and 
thinner than fennel feed: ‘The’ root is’ fomewhat fmall 
and woody, and perifhes every year, after it hath borne.

It ftays the hiccough, being 
boiled in wine, and but fmelled unto, being tied in. a 
cloth. The feed is of more ufe than the leaves, and more 
effectual to digeft raw and vifcous humours, and is ufed 
in medicines that ferve to expel. wind, .and the pains pro- 
ceeding therefrom. ‘The feed, being roafted or fried, and 
ufed in oils or plaifters, diffolves impofthumes in’ the fun- 
dament, and dries up all moift ulcers, efpecially in that 
part: an oil made of Dill, is effectual to warm, or dif- 
folve humours and impofthumes, to eafe pains and \pro- 
eure reft. ‘The decoétion of Dill, be it herb or’ feed (on- 
ly, if. you boil the feed, you mutt bruife it), in white wine, 
being drank,’ is a gallant expeller of wind, ahd provoker 
of the terms. i : 

Officinal preparations from Dill are only the oleum ane- 
thinum, made by infufion and gentle coction of the leaves 
and tops in oil. :

to be half a yard high; fmooth, and having leffer and, 
narrower leaves growing alternately, fometimes indented 
about the edges, and™fometimes not..

Descriprion.— The root of the Common Dock is

every place, which are of a deep green colour, fomewhat 
like the leaves of the leffer centaury, but narrow, and full 
_ of {mall holes in every leaf, which cannot be fo well per- 
ceived, as when they are held up to the light; at the tops 
of the ftalks and branches ftand yellow flowers of five 
leaves a-piece, with many yellow threads in the middle, 
which being bruifed do yield a reddifh juice like blood ;

St. John’s 
Wort is aperitive, deterfive and diuretic, helpful againft 
tertian and quartan agues, is alexipharmic, and deftroys 
worms ; and is an excellent vulnerary plant. A tincture 
of the flowers in fpirit of wine, is commended againft. me- 
lancholy and madnefs. Outwardly, it is of great fervice — 
in bruifes, contufions, and wounds, efpecially in the ner- 
vous parts: Gerhard, in his Herbal, gives a very good 
receipt of a compound oil, of great fervice in the follow- 
ing accidents: It is a fingular wound herb; boiled in wine 
and drank, it heals inward hurts. or bruifes ; made into an 
ointment, it opens obftructions, diffolves fwellings, and 
clofes up the lips of wounds. The decoétion of the herb 
and flowers, efpecially of the feed, being drank in wine, 
cee) . with

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with the juice fol knot-grafs, helps all manner of vomit. 
ing and {pitting of blood, is good for thofe that are bitten 
or “ftung by any venomous creature, and for thofe that 
cannot make water. ‘Two drachms. of the feed of St. 
John’s Wort made into powder, and drank in a little 
broth, does’ gently expel choler or congealed blood in the 
ftomach. . The decoéticn of the leaves and feeds drank 
fomewhat warm before the fits of agues, whether they bt 
tertians or quartans, alters the fits, and by often ufing, doth 
take them quite away. The feed is much. commended,. | 
being drank for forty days together, to help the {ciatica, 
the falling-ficknefs, and the pally. 

It, is very juftly in the firft rank among vulneraries; 
it is abiterfive, and confequently openers of obftruétions 
and {courers of the urinary paflaces. In thefe intentions 
an infufign in wine, or decoction with water, may be 
taken, with fuccefs.

This by many years centinuance in a place without remo- 


wing, and-not elfe, will bring forth flowers, many ftanding 
together {pike fafhion, one above another upon the ftalk, 
of the form of peafe bloffoms, but of a very pale blue co- 
Jour, which turn into long, fomewhat flat and fmeooth 
cods, wherein is contained a fmall, round, hard feed: the

ter of water, boiling hot, and let it ftand till next day,

It is but lately known 
in England, «here it grows very readily. Re se 
_ In Germany, where the greateit advantages have been - 
derived from it, it is called Dick Reuben, (the Great 
Turnip); Dick Wurzel, (the Great Root) ; and Mangel 
W arzel,*{the Root of Scarciry) —becaufe it is ‘a literal 
tranflation of the name often given to it by the Germians, 

- and becaufe it is expreflive of the properties of the plant 
which it denotes. It mizht, indeed, be called the Root 
of Abundance, which would be no great deviation ‘from 
the German name, and which would be expreflive of oné 
‘of the princjpal properties of this plant ; which is, con- 
fantly to thrive, and to’produce.a very great crop, even 
when other kinds of roots aad vegetables fail, and when 
‘there is a general fearcity of forage. Saha

It helps thofe that are liver-gtown, by 
opening the obftruGtions thereof. It helps dim eyes, and 
procures a clear fight, the flowers thereof being taken all 
the while it is flowering, every morning faftine; with 
bread and falt. Both Diofcorides and Galen fay, that if 
a decoction be made thereof with water, and they that 
liave the yellow-jaundice exercife their bodies prefently 
after the taking thereof, it will certainly cure them. The 
flowers, and conferve made of them, are fingularly good 
- to comfort the heart, and to expel the contagion of the 
_ peftilence. To burn the herb in houfes and chambers, 
corrects the air in them. - Both the flowers and leaves are 
very profitable for women that are troubled with ‘the 
whites, if they be daily taken. The’ dried leaves fhred 
{mall, and taken in a pipe, as tobacco is, helps all thofe 
that have any cough, phthific, or confumption, by warm- 
ing and'drying the thin diftillations which caufe thofe dif- 
eafes. ‘The leaves are very much ufed in bathings ; and 
made into ointments or oil, are fingularly good to help 
cold benumbed joints, finews, or members. ‘The chy

with twenty juniper berries, which is the quantity ap— 
pointed forevery day. Another electuary is made thus :-—

of the leaves of Rue clean picked, as much in weight as all 
the other three weighed ; beat them wel! together, and 
put as much honey as will make it up into an electuary 
(but you muft firft fteep your cummin-feed in vinegar 
twenty-four hours, and then dry it, or rather raaft it in a 
hot fire-fhovel, or in an even) and is 2 remedy for the 
pains in the cheft or ftomach, of the {pleen, belly or 
fides, by wind or ftitches; of the liver by obftructions ;

that it is needlefs to give any defcription of them. 

Piace.—lIt grows by the fide of watery ditches iffuing 
from the Thames, and in the marfhes near Blackwall.” 

Time.—It flowers from July to September. 

Virtues.— The feed of the foft Rufhes (fays Difcori- 
des and Galen; toafted, fays Pliny) being drank in wine

From this root arife the 
flowers, enclofed in a thin fkin or hufk, being naked and ~ 
without ftalks, made up of fix long, but roundifh-pointed, 
purple leaves, enclofing in their middle three ftamina, of 
a fiery, yellow, red colour: which being gathered, and 
carefully dried in a Saffron-kiln, and ‘made into’ fquare

Time.--The Saffron-flowers blow in September; but 
the leaves come not forth till the fpring. hig 
GovERNMENT AND Virtuss.—It is an herb of the 
Sun, and under the Lion, and therefore you need not 
demand a reafon why it ftrengthens the heart fo ex. - 
ceedingly. Let not above ten grains be given at’ one 
time, for the fun, which is the fountain of light, may 
dazzle the eyes, and make them blind; a cordial beine 
taken in an immoderate quantity, hurts the heart initead 
of helping it. It quickens the brain, for the Sun jis 
exalted in Aries, as well as he has his houfe in Leo - 
it helps confumptions of the lungs, and difficulty of 
breathing: it is excellent in epidemical difeafes, as pefti- 
Jence, fmall-pox, and meafles.

eyes nor your taite fhall diftinguith them from hermodac- 
tyls. It isa very elegant and ufeful aromatic,-of a ftron 
penetrating fmell, and a warm, pungent, bitterith ‘tafte. 
It is faid to be more cordial, and exhilarating than any of 
the other aromatics, and is particularly ferviceable in dif. 
orders of the breaft in female obftruétions, and hyfteric 
depreffions. Saffron is endowed with great virtues, for it 
fefrethes the fpirits, and is good againtt fainting-fits and 
the palpitation of the heart; it ftrengthens the itomach, 
helps digeftion, cleanfes the lungs, and is good in coughs, . 
Tixis faid to open obftructions of the vifcera, and is good 
in hyfteric diforders. However, the ufe of it ought to be 
modérate and / eafonable ; for when the dofe is too large, 
it produces a Heavinefs of the head and a fleepinefs; fome 
have fatten jtto an immederate convulfive laughter, which 
ended-in death. A few grains of this is commonly a 
dofe, though fome have preferibed it from half a fcruple.

the purpofes aforefaid, and fo is the diftilled water of the 
herb:and flowers made in due feafon, efpecial!y to be ufed 
when the green herb is net in force to be taken. The de. 
coction of the herb and roots’ outwardly applied, does 
wonderfully help all forts of hard or cold fwellings.in any 
part of the body, is efecitial for fhrunk finews or Veins, 
and heals green wounds, old fores and ulcers. The juice 
of Scabious, made up with the powder of borax and fam.

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SPIKENARD,. Narpus Inpica. 


Virtues.—This is naturally an Indian plant, of a 
heating, drying faculty. It is good to provoke urine and 
eafe pains of the ftone in the reins, and kidnies, being 
drunk in cold water. It helps loathings, fwellings. or 
gnawings in ‘the ftomach, the yellow-jaundice, and fuch 
as are liver-grown. It is a good ingredient in Mithridate 
and other antidotes againit poifon ; to women with child 
it is forbidden to be taken inwardly. .The oil is goad to 
warm cold places, and to digeft crude and raw humours : 
it works powerfully on old cold griefs of the head and 
brain, ftomach, liver, fpleen,- reins, and. bladder.. It 
purges the brain of rheum,, being fnuffed_ up the noftrils. 
Being infufed certain days in wine and then diftilled in 
a hot bath, the water is good inwardly and outwardly to 
be ufed for any coldnefs of the members. It comforts 
the brain, and helps cold pains of the head, and the 
fhaking palfy. Two or three {poonfuls thereof -being 
taken, help paffions of the heart, fwoonings, and the 
cholic: being drunk with wine, it is good againft venom- 
_ ous bitings, and being made into troches with wine, it 
_ may be referved for an eye medicine, which being aptly 
applied, repreffes obnoxious humours thereof, — ! 


SPINAGE. Spinacuia, 


_ Discription.—Spinage has a long whitith root, ‘from 
‘which fpring feveral pretty broad, fharp-pointed leaves, 
hollowed in next the ftalk, and in fhape fomewhat like 
aron ; but they are more wrinkled and covered with an 
_ unctuous mealinefs: the ftalk is fat and fucculent, erow- 
ing to be about two feet hich, having the like but fmaller 
leaves growing on it, with feveral {pikes. of green herba- 
ceous flowers, and after them come large prickly feed. - 

Prace.—lIt is fown yearly in gardens. h 

VirtTugs.—It is more ufed for food than medicine, 
being a good boiled fallad, and much eaten in the fpring, 
_ being ufeful to temper the heat and fharpnefs of the hu- 

mours ; it is cooling and moiftening, diuretic, and renders 
the body foluble. ;

SPLEEN-WORT. AsPLeNiUM SCOLOPENDRA. 
Called alfo CETERACH. 


Description.—This is a {mall plant, confifting only 
of leaves, which fpring from a fibrous root: they are 
about three or four inches long, hardly half an inch broad, 
cut into {mall roundifh fegments, which ftand not oppo- 
fite to one another, but alternately ; they are of a greenifh 
colour on the upper fide, and brownifh, and full of duty 
_ feed underneath, generally crumpled or folded inward, in 
fhape fomewhat like the infect Scolopendra, whence ‘it 
takes one of the names. 
~ Prace.—It grows as well upon ftone walls, as moift 
and fhadowy places, about Briftol, and other the welt

- GoveRNMENT AND VIRTUES.—Saturn owns it. It is 
generally ufed againft infirmities of the fpleen: it help 
the ftrangury, and waftes the ftone in the bladder, and is 
goog againft the yellow-jaundice, and the hiccough : but 
the juice of it in women hinders conception. Matthiolus 
fays, that if a drachm of the duft that is on the backfide 
of leaves be mixed with half a drachm of amber in pow- 
der, and taken with the juice of the purflain or plantain, 
it helps the running of the reins fpeedily, and that the 
herb and root being boiled and taken, helps all melancholy 
difeafes, and thofe efpecially that arife from the venereal 
difeafe. Camerarius fays, that the diftilled water thereof 
being drank, is very effectual againft the ftone in the 
reins and bladder; and that the lee that is made of the 
athes thereof being drank for fome time together, helps 
fplenetic perfons. It is ufed in outward remedies for the 
fame purpofe. "This is one of the five capillary plants, ex

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SPUNK. Agaricus Penis Equini Facir, | 


Called alfo Toucuwoop, | 


Description. — Grows to the.ath and other tree; but 
that is iuppofed to be the beft that grows to old oaks that 
have been lopped, and which has been gathered in Augutt 
and September. The inward part is the beft which feels 
to the touch like buff, which muft be taken out, and 
beaten a little till it crumbles between the fingers. 

Prace.—Not only live trees, but decayed ones, and 
rotten wood, produce this excrefcence. 

_ Time.—Weather that is warm and damp is the moft 
favourable to all the fungous excrefcences, , 

_ GovERNMENT AND. Virtues. — Spunk is under the 
Moon. It is fometimes ufed for ftopping of blood upon 
the amputation of a limb, without making any ligature. 
The fofteft part fhould be chofen, and when reduced 
to powder, as much of it muft be dpplied to the wound as 
- will fomewhat more than cover it ; and over this a broader 
piece ‘muft be applied with proper bandages. The mols 
which grows in old wine-cafks is the beft thing that can be 
employed for this purpofe. y 


SPURGE (S&road-leaved}. EupHorpia PLATYPHYLLA. 


Description.—This Spurge does not rife fo high, nor 
are the leaves fo broad as fome, but they are longer, not 
dented at the edges; it fpreads itfelf at the top like a tree: 
the leaves are very green, and the flowers are white. 


SPURGE (Corn). Eupnorgra SEGETALIS. 


Descriprron.—T his has numerous thick blueifh green 
leaves without foot-ftalks ; they are long and narrow, and 
ftand up almoft ftrait. The ftalks are round, thick, and 
green, or fometimes reddifh, and fpread at the top like 
the others, but the flowers are fmall and green, and have © 
a pretty appearance at the tops of the ftalks. 

Prace.—It is frequently obferved about Cambridge. 

GovERNMENT AND Virtues.—Spurges are mercurial’ 
plants, and abound with a hot and acrid juice, which has 
made fome attribute them to Mars. This juice, when 

| applied 
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applied outwardly, eats away warts and other excrefcences. 
The bark of the root has at different times been received 
in the fhops as medicines ; but they are now altogether 
difufed. Their operation is by vomit and ftool ; and they 
perform both fo violently, that itis with great reafon they 
are banifhed the fhops. Some country-people have ven- 
tured to take fmall dofes of the expreiféd milk or juice; 
but this is not advifeable, as it is apt to erode and A 
the inteftines. If any will venture to give the gblirge. BARE, 
it fhould be correéted by fteeping in wine or in vinegar, 
and afterwards dried and powdered, and mace and a 
few grains of gum tragacanth mixed with it.

— This fort grows with a thick reddifh 
ftalk, befet with long and narrow blueifh green leaves, 
and fo continues, without running into branches, till the 
néxt year, when it rifes to three or four feet high, with 
many branches toward the top; on which, at every divi- 
fion, grow broader and fomewhat triangular leaves, fet on 
without foot-ftalks: the flowers are {mall and yellow, 
ftanding in round hollow leaves, which encompafs the 
ftalk like a cup, and ‘thefe are followed by three fquare 
feed-veflels, containing three oblong feeds.

DescRIPTION.—The ftalks are numerous, weak, round,

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they terminate in a rounded end, not at all fharp-pointed. 
The flowers are fmall and yellow, and form a kind of

DescripTion.— | his fpecies of Spurge has a very large 
thick root, many times‘as big as a man’s arm, fpread out 
into many branches, and fending up many tough ftalks, 
two or three feet high, reddifh and much divided, having 
fmooth, long, narrowifh, green leaves, broadeft at the 
end. The flowers which grow on the tops of the ftalks 
are {mall and yellow, like other Spurges, which are fol- 
lowed by triangular feed-veflels containing three roundifh 
feed.

Descriprion.—This has long, narrow, and fharp- 
pointed ends ; they have fhort foot-ftalks, and are {mooth, 
of a dead green at jfirft, but afterwards red: they are 
of a hard, firm fubftance, and differ as much in that 
as colour from thofe of the preceding fpecies. ‘Towards 
the top the ftalk divides in a number of branches, on 
which ftand the Howers in umbels; they are {mall, very.

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SQUILL. Scitra Maritima. 
Called alfo SEA ONION. 


DescripTion.—This has a perennial root, confifting of 
a very large coated bulb, full of a thick flimy juice, and a 
large clufter of long, thick, white fibres, proceeding from 
its bafe. The leaves are three or four inches broad, of a 
thick juicy fubftance, fmooth on the furface, entire at the 
edges, and of a fine bright green colour. The ftem 
fometimes grows to be three feet high, is round, flender, 
and of a tender fucculent fubftance. The flowers grow 
in longifh {pikes, and they are fmall and white. 

Prace.—It grows frequently upon the Italian and Spa- 
nifh fea-fhores, and here is found only in the gardens of 
the curious. 

Time.—It flowers here in the middle of fummer. 

GovERNMENT AND VirTUES.—This’ is a hot biting 
martial plant. The root is bitter to the tafte, and fo 
acrid as to blifter the fkin if it is much handled ; taken 
internally in dofes‘of a few grains, it promotes expeétora- 
tion and urine; in larger dofes it vomits, and fometimes 
purges. It is one of the moft certain diuretics in dropfi- 
cal cafes, and expectorants in afthmatic ones, where the 
lungs or ftomach are opprefled by tough vifcid phlegm, or 
injured by the imprudent ufe of opiates. On account of 
their very ungrateful tafte, they are commonly given ‘in the 
form of pills, made of the dried root reduced to powder, 
and beaten into a mafs, with the addition of fyrup, or 
mucilage of gum arabic. Befide the frefh and dried 
roots, there are preparations of them kept in the fhops, 
namely, vinegar of Squill, and a fyrup of oxymel, either 
of which may be ufed as expectorants, in dofes of two or 
three drachms, in cinnamon water, or fome other cordial 
liquid; for in whatever form they are given, unlefs it 
is defigned for them to act as an emetic, the addition 
of fome warm grateful aromatic is neceffary to prevent 
that naufea, which they are apt to occafion when given 
alone in ever fuch fmall quantities.

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STAR-WORT (Garden), Aster Hortense. 


DescriTion.—This grows to about a foot and a half 
high, with hairy leaves fet on the branches, without order 5 
toward the top it is divided into three or four branches, at 
the end of which grows a yellow flower like a marigold, 
but with a broader thrum and narrower petala: clofe un- 
der each flower grow fix or feven ftiff roundifh leaves, in 
form of a ftar, whence it takes its name: the feed is ob- 
Jong, thin, and flat, of a blackifh colour: the root is 
fmall and fibrous, perifhing every year. ; 

Prace.—Its grows in Italy, Spain, and the fouthern 
parts of France, alfo in Greece, and here in our gardens. 
| Time.—This flowers in July. 

GovERNMENT AND Virvrures.—This is under the do- 
minion of Mercury. The !eaves only are ufed, which the 
ancient writers commended againft buboes and fwellings in 
‘the groin, the leaves being beaten and applied as a cata-- 
plafm, whence the name Inguinalis ; and they affirmed 
what is hardly credible, that held in the hand, or tied 
about the neck, they would diffolve and diffipate thofe 
{wellings. ! 


STAR-WORT (Sea). AstER TripotiuM. 


Descriprion.—Of all the various kinds of this plant: 
which abound in the warm parts of Europe and America, 
many fpecies of which are in the gardens here, this is the 
only one that grows fpontaneoufly in the fields. It 
it a perennial ; native of our damp grounds near the fea, 
and great rivers ; a handfome plant, of a yard high, with 
a branched ruddy ftalk. ‘The leaves are narrow, fmooth, 
and of a very fine green. The flowers are numerous, 
large, and. blue. 

Time.—They blow in Auguft, 

GovERNMENT AND ViIRTUES.—This is alfo under the 
dominion of Mercury. The leaves are accounted cooling, 
and good for burns, fcalds, and inflammations, in any 
part. The feed is narcotic and foporiferous, and rarely 
ufed. A flight tin@ure or infufion of the plant promotes 

erfpiration, and is good in feverith complaints. The 
juice boiled into a fyrup with honey, is excellent in afth- 
matic complaints, and other diforders of the lungs; and 
Oe ae outwardly 
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outwardly applied, is a cure for the itch, and other cuta- 
meous diforders. A ftrong decoction given as a glyfter, 
with the addition of a little oil, eafes thofe colicky pains 
which arife from the ftone and oravel ; ; an infufion of the 
leaves drank conftantly in the manner of tea is a ftrength- 


ener, and provocative to venery, and is opel i ys to be 
a cure for barrennefs. 


STAR-WORT. (Spring-water). CALLITRICHE VERNA. 


Descriprion.—This is like Fleabane, but fmaller. 
The root is fmall and fibrous ; the ftalk is round, reddifh, 
upright, and afoot high: the leaves are long, narrow, 
and of a lively green ; the flowers ftand at the tops of the 
branches, which they terminate, and are fmall and white. 

Prace.—It is found in many parts of England, but 
feems owing to feeds fcattered and blown out of gardens. 

Time.— This fort flowers in May. 


STAR-WORT (Autumnal Water). ‘CALLITRICHE 
AUTUMNALIS. 


Descriprion.— This differs from the former in nothing 
but the time of flowering and the colour of ths flower, > 
which is fometimes of a pale blue, fometimes purplifh, 
juft according to the accidents of the foil. Another 
ef the fpecies is found frequently in our falt marfhes with 
yellow flowers, but their fhape and virtues are the fame. 

GovERNMENT AND VirrueEs.—Thefe are under Mer- 
cury, but are feldom ufed: however, it would be worth 
trying; but they are unpleafant, and therefore rarely 


fought after, yet they have the reputation of being ex- 
cellent pectorals. 


STAVES-ACRE. Srapuis. 


Called alfo Louseworr. 


Descrirprion.—This plant grows to be a foot and 
a half, or two feet high ; the lower leaves are large, almoft 
as big as vine-leaves, but rounder in circumférence, di- 
vided “afually into feven fharp- pointed fegments deeply cut 
in. The leaves which grow on the ftalk, which is round 
ans ipmewbat downy, are lefs, but alike i in fhape. The

Piace.—It grows in Italy, and other warm countries, 
and here in gardens: a: 
Time.—lIt flowers in July. The feed only is ufed. 

Virtues.—lt is feldom given inwardly, being of a hot 
burning tafte; though Sylvius de la Boe commends it from 
gr. xii. to a fcruple ina dofe, which purges upwards and 

.downwards, caufing a great flux of fpittle; and is fer- 
-viceable againft the lues venerea. It is fometimes ufed in 
mafticatories and gargarifms for the tooth-ach. ‘The vul+ 
gar ufe the powder of it to kill lice. “The feeds are kept 
by the druggifts, and they have been given in fmall dofes — 
againft rheumatic and venereal diforders ; they vomit and 
purge, and that in fo rough a manner, that it is better to 
omit their internal ufe entirely. Chewed in the mouth, ~ 
they excite a very large difcharge of watery humours from 
adjacent parts, and frequently prove ferviceable in diforders 
of the head; but they are chiefly ufed to deftroy lice in 
children’s heads, for this purpofe the feeds coarfely pow- 
dered are to be ftrewed among the hair, and it never fails 
of deftroying them. 


STONE CROP. Stpum Acre. 


Called alfo Prick Mapam, SmMaii HouseLeEK, and 
WALL PeEprER. | 


DescripTion.—It grows with divers trailing branches 
upon the ground, fet with: many thick, flat, roundifh, 
whitifh green leaves, pointed at the ends. “The flowers 
ftand many of them togéther, fomewhat loofely. The 
roots are fmall, and run creeping under ground. : 

Piace.—It grows upon the {tone walls and mud walls, 
upon the tiles of houfes and pent-houfes, amongft rubbifh, 
in other gravelly places, and alfo upon Hyde-Park Wall. 

Time,—It flowers in June and July, and the leavés 
are green all the winter. 

GoveRNMENT AND VirtTurs.—It is under the do- 
minion of the Moon, cold in quality, and fomewhat 
binding, and therefore very good to ftay defluxions, efpe- 
: cially

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cially fuch as fall upon the eyes. It ftops bleeding, both 
inward and outward, helps cankers, and all fretting fores 
and ulcers : it abates the heat of choler, thereby prevent- 
ing difeafes arifing from choleric humours. It expels 
poifon much, refifts peftilential fevers, and is exceeding 
good alfo for tertian agues ; you may drink the decoétion 
of it, if you pleafe, for all the foregoing infirmities. It 
is fo harmlefs an herb, you can fearce ufe it amifs : being 
bruifed and applied to the place, it helps the king’s-evil, 
and any other knots or kernels in the flefh; as alfo the 
piles, but it fhould be ufed with caution. It is fo very 
acid that it will raife blifters, if applied externally to 
the fkin. ‘he juice taken inwardly excites vomiting. 
In fcorbutic cafes, and quartan agues, it is a moft excel- 
lent medicine, under proper management. A decoction 
of it is good for fore mouths, arifing from a fcorbutic 
taint in the conftitution. The leaves bruifed and applied 
to the fkin, are excellent in paralytic contractions of the 
limbs. 


STORAX TREE. Srvyrax. 


Description.——There are accounted three forts. 
’ ‘The common Storax Tree grows very like the Quince 
Tree both for form and fize ; the leaves alfo are long and 
round, fomewhat like, but far lefs, whitith underneath 
and ftiff. ‘The flowers ftand both at the joints with the. 
leaves, and at the ends of the branches, confifting of five 
or fix large whitifh leaves like thofe of the orange-tree, 
with fome threads in the middle, afrer which come round 
berries fet in the cups that the flowers were in before, of 
the fize of hazle nuts, pointed at the ends, and hoary all 
over, each ftanding on a long! foot-ftalk; containing within 
them certain kernels in fma] fhells, and yielding a clear 
fragrant gum of the colour of brown honey. |The fecond 
kind of Storax has three or five broad leaves, like thofe 
of the maple or plane tree, which come forth out of knots 
from a round root, covered with a crefted, or, as it were, 
a jointed bark, and ftanding on fmall blackith long ftalks, 
divided into three or five parts, full of veins, dented about 
the edges, and pointed at the ends. The third fort is

GovERNMENT AND VirtvueEs.—This is a Solar plant, 
arid only the gum is ufed. It is hot in the fecond degree, 
and dry in the firft. It heals, mollifies, and digefts, and 
is good for coughs, catarrhs, diftillations of rheum and . 
hoarfenefs. Pills thereof, with a little turpentine, gently. 
loofen the belly. It refifts cold poifons. Dropped into 
the ears, it helps the finging and noife in them. Applied 
to parts afflicted with cold aches, it gives much comfort 
and eafe, and is good to be be put in baths for lamenefs 
and weaknefs. It is alfo good to put with white frankin- 
cénfe to perfume thofe that have catarrhs, rheums, and 
défluxions from the head to the nofe, or other parts, by~. 
cafting it on quick coals, and holding the head over the. 
fmoke. It diffolves hard tumours in any part, and is 
good for the king’s evil. 


STRAWBERRIES. Fracarta. 


Descriprion.—Strawberries have fmall reddifh roots, 
fall of fibres, from which fpring many creeping flender 
threads, which take root and propagate; the leaves grow . 
‘three together upon one foot-ftalk, folded together at 
their firft fpringing up, and are full of veins, of anvoval 
fioure, deeply ferrated about the edges: the flowers fpring » 
from the root ‘on long foot-ftalks, four or five toge- 
ther, each of five {mall round white leaves, with feveral 
yellow ftamina in the middle, and are followed, by {mall 
fruit, of a round conical fhape, of areddifh colour, of a 
a pleafant, tart, erateful tafte, and an agreeable fmell, _ 
having the outfide befet with a great many very {mall 
ereenifh feed. | 

PLace.—They grow in the woods, and frequently 
in gardens. b> 

Time.—They flower in May ordinarily, and the fruit 
is ripe fhortly’after.. | | | 

GovERNMENT AND ViRTUES.—Venus owns the herb. 
Strawberries,:when they are green, are cool and. dry ; 
but when they are ripe they are cool and moift: the ber- 

Ties 
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ries are €xcellerit good to cool the liver, the blood, and the 
fpleen; er an hot choleric ftomach; to refrefh and comfort 
the fainting fpirits arid quench thirft: they are good alfo 
for other inflammations; yet it is not amifs to refrain 
from them in a fever; left by their putrefying in the ftomach 
they increafe the fits.. The leaves and roots boiled in 
wine and water, and drank, do likewife coo! the liver and 
blood, and affuage all inflammations in the reins and. 
bladder, provoke urine, and allay the heat and fharpnefs 
thereof. The fame alfo being drank, ftays the bleody-’ 
flux and women’s courfes, and helps the {welling of the 
fpleen. ‘Ihe water ‘of the berries carefully diftilled, is a 
fovereign remedy and cordial in the panting and beating of 
the heart, and is good for. the yellow-jaundice. ‘The 
juice dropped into foul ulcers, or they wafhed therewith, 
or the decogtion of the herb and root, does wonderfully 
cleanfe and help to cure them. Lotions and gargles for 
fore mouths, or ulcers therein, or in the privy parts 
or elfewhere, are made with the leaves and roots thereof ; 
which is alfo good to faften loofe teeth, and to heal fpungy 
‘foul gums. It helps alfo to ftay catarrhs, or deHuxions of 
rheum in the mouth, throat, teeth, or eyes. The juice 
or water is fingularly good for hot and red inflamed eyes, 
if dropped into them, or they bathed therewith. It is 
alfo of excellent property for all pufhes, wheals, and 
other breakings forth of hot and {harp humours in the 
face and hands, and other parts of the body, to bathe 
them therewith, and to take away any rednefs in the face, 
or fpots, or other deformities in the fkin, and to make it 
clear and fmooth.—Some ufe this medicine : take fo many 
Strawberries as you fhall think fitting, and put them into 
a diftillatory, or body- of glafs fit for them, which, being 
well clofed, fet it in a bed of horfe-dung for your ufe. It 
is an excellent water for hot, inflamed eyes, and to take 
away a film or {kin that begins to grow over them,

RUPESTRIS. 


DescripTion.—T he root is large, reddifh, and woody: 
it is divided at the top into feveral heads, and has a few 
fibres. The foot-ftalks of the leaves are four inches long, 
tender, and hairy. The leaves are broad, oblong, hairy, 
ferrated, and not unlike thofe of ftrawberry, but. lefs, of 


the 
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' the winged kind, not fingered as in the ordinary Cinque- 
foils. ‘The ftalk is round, firm, ereé&t, and two feet and 
a half high. It is hairy, and divided at the top into 
branches, upon which grow like leaves, but only fmaller. 
The flowers are numerous, large, and white. They 
ftand at the tops of the branches, and are fucceeded each 
by a head or clufter of feeds, in fome fort refembling 
a ftrawberry, whence the name. 

Prace.—It grows wild in Cumberland and Wales, 
and fcarce elfewhere in Britain. | 

‘Time.—lIt flowers in May and June. 

GovERNMENT AND VirtTugs.—It is an herb under 
Jupiter. The root poffeffes a confiderable aftringency, 
and is excellent in the overflowing of the menfes, and in 
bloody ftools. The beft way of giving it is in powder, 
and its dofe is a feruple. The young leaves in an infufion 
are diuretic. It is good in intermittent fevers; and from 
what experience fhews of its efficacay and fafety, we feem 
to blame not to purfue our own: knowledge in the virtues 
of not only this, but of many other plants of our own 
growth. Botany, which has of late become a. fcience 
much ftudied for curiofity, deferves to be much more cul- 
tivated for ufe. | 


SUCCORY (Garden). Cicuorium Sativum. 


DescripTion.—The Garden Succory has. longer and 
narrower leaves than the endive, and more cut in or 
torn on the edges, and the root abides many years. It 
bears alfo blue flowers like endive, and the feed is hardly 
diftinguifhed from the feed of the {mooth or ordinary 
endive. . 


SUCCORY (Wild). Citcworrum AGRESTE. 


DescerpTion.—The main difference between this and 
the garden Succory is, its growing wild, and not rifing on 
the ground, very much cut in or torn on the edges, on 
both fides, even to the middle rib, ending in a point ; 
fometimes it has a rib down to the middle of the leaves, 
from among which rifes up a hard, round, woody ftalk, 
fpreading into many branches, fet with fmaller and lefler 
divided leaves on them up to the tops, where ftand the 
flowers, which are like the garden kind, and the feed 

is 
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is alfo {only take notice that the flowers of the garden 
kind are gone in on funny-day, they ‘being fo cold, that 
they are not able to endure the beams of the fun, and 
therefore more delight in the fhade); the root is white, 
but more hard and woody than the garden kind. The 
whole plant is exceeding bitter. 

Prace.—This grows in many places of England, in 
wafte, untilled and barren fields.’ ‘The other only in gar- 
dens. 

GovERNMENT AND VirTvEs.—It is an herb of Jupi- 
ter, Garden Succory, as it is more dry and lefs cold than 
endive, fo it opens more. An handful of the leaves, or 
roots, boiled in wine or water, and a draught thereof 
drank fafting, drives forth choleric and phlegmatic hu- 
mours, opens obftructions of the liver, gall, and fpleen ; 
helps the yellow-jaundice, the heat of the reins, and of 
the urine: the dropfy alfo ; and thofe that have an evil 
difpofition in their bodies, by reafon of long ficknefs, evil 
diet, &c. which the Greeks call cachexia. A decoétion 
thereof made with wine, and drank, is very effectual 
againit long lingering agues ; and a drachm of the feed in 
powder, drank in wine, before the fit of the ague, helps 
to drive it away. The diftilled water of the herb and 
flowers (if you can take them in time) has the like pro- 
perties, and is efpecially good for hot ftomachs, and in 
agues, either peitilential or of long continuance; for 
fwooning and paffions of the heart, for the heat and head- 
ach in children, and for the blood and liver. The faid 
water, or the juice, or the bruifed leaves applied out- 
wardly, allays fwellings, inflammations, St. Anthony’s 
fire, pufhes, wheals and pimples, efpecially ufed with a 
little vinegar ; as alfo to wath peftiferous fores. The 
faid water is very effeCtual for fore eyes that are inflamed 
with rednefs, for nurfes breafts that are pained by the 
abundance of milk. The Wild Succory, as it is more 
bitter, fo it is more ftrengthening to the ftomach and 
liver. . 


SUCCORY (Yellow), CitcHorrum HIigrRaciorpes, 


Descriptrion.—This has a thick taper root, brown on 
the outfide, and white within, full of bitter milk. It 
grows deep in the ground : the lower leaves refemble thofe 
‘of dandelion in their fhape, and tooth like fections ; but

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they are much larger and hairy: the ftalk rifes.to be 
a yard or more in height, ftriated, hairy, and. angular, 
having the leaves fet on without foot-ftalks, almoft encom- 
paffing the ftalk, being fharp-pointed at the end..

_ gether, of a fine gold yellow, compofed of feveral rows of 
flat petala indented at the ends: the feed is brown and 
longith, and grows not in down like the feed of dandelion.

Time.—lIt flowers in June. . Ring 

GovERNMENT AND Virrues.—It is under Jupiter: 
the ancient Botanical writers generally affirm, that, Suc- 
cory is cold, but its bitternefs.manifeftly fhews,it to 
be hot. However, it is aperitive and diuretic, opening 
obftructions of the liver, and is good for the jaundice: 
the feed partakes of the fame virtues, but in a lower 
degree; befides which, it is good to deftroy worms, The 
root, leaves, flowers, and feed, are ufed. The feed is 
one of the four f{maller. cold feeds. 


SULPHUR-WORT., See the Article Fennzt (Heg.) 
SUMACH. Rus Cortara. | 


DescripTion.—The root is large, long, divided, and 
woody. The ftem is fhrubby, thick, and covered witha . 
rough brown bark; it is divided into feveral branches, the 
bark of which is of a lighter colour, and fet with thorns. 
‘The leaves are winged ; they grow in pairs, are notched 
round the edges, attached to the middle rib, and terminated - 
by an odd one: their colour isa dark green. The flowers 
are produced in {pikes at the extremities; thefe fpikes 
are long, thick, and woolly, and the flowers are {mall and 
purple. 

PiacE.—lIt is a native of the warmer climates, but we 
have it in our gardens. 

Time.—lIt flowers in the f{ummer months. 

GovERNMENT AND Virtues, — It is under the domi- 
nion of Jupiter. The feeds dried, reduced to powder, 
and taken in {mall dofes, ftop purgings and hemorrhages ; 
the young fhoots have alfo great efficacy in ftrengthening 
the ftomach and bowels: they are beft given in a ftrong 
infufion. ‘The bark of the roots has the fame virtues, 
but in an inferior degree. :

Descriprion.—It has divers fmall, round, hollow 
leaves, fomewhat greenifh, but full of certain red hairs, 
which make them feem red, every one ftanding upon his 
own foot-ftalk, reddifh, and hairy likewife. The leaves 
are continually moift in the hotteft day, yea, the hotter 
the fun fhines on them the moifter they are, with a flimi- 
nefs that will rope (as we fay), the fmall hairs always 
holding this moifture. Among thefe leaves rife up flender 
ftalks, reddifh alfo,. three or four fingers high, bearing 
divers fall whitifth knobs one above another, which are. 
flowers; after which in the heads are contained {mall 
feeds. ‘The root is a few {mall hairs. 

Prace.—lIt grows ufually in bogs and wet places, and 
fometimes in moift woods. | 

Time.—tit flowers in June, and then the leaves are 
fitteft to be gathered. | 

GovERNMENT AND Virturs.—The Sun rules it, cane 
it is under the fign Cancer. Some authors gravely tell us, 
that a water diftilled from this plant is highly cordial and 
refiorative; but it is more than probable that it never 
deferved the character given of it in that refpect. The 
leaves, bruifed and applied to the {kin, erode it, and bring 
on fuch inflammations as are not eafily removed. The 
dadies in fome parts mix the juice with milk, fo as to 
make an innocent and fafe application for the removal 
of freckles, fun-burn, and other difcolourings of the {kin. 
The juice, unmixed, will deftroy warts and corns, if a 
little of it be frequently put upon them. Thefe are 
effects which pronounee its internal ufe to be dangerous ; 
and if it is not productive of bad confequences, when 
diftilled along with other ingredients, for cordial waters, 
é&c. it is becaufe its pernicious qualities are not of 2 nature 
_ to rife in diftilation. 


SWALLOW-WORT..: AscueP1 AS. 


Description.—The roots of Swallow-wort are {mall 
and itringy, {preading very much in the ground, and fend- 
ing up many tough ftalks, about a foot and a half, or tue 
feet high, hardly able to fupport themfelves, having at 
every joint two leaves, fet oppofite to one another, on 


very 
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very fhort foot-ftalks, which are round at the bafe, an 
inch and a half broad in the wideft part, and about three 
inches long, growing narrower and fharp-pointed ; on the 
tops of the ftalks come forth fmall bunches of five-leaved 
far-fathion white flowers ; each of which in warm coun- 
tries, where it is natural, is fucceeded by two long flender 
pods, containing {mall flat feed, lying among a filky down. — 
~ Prace.—It grows with us only in gardens. oe 

‘Time.—It flowers in’ June. | “ 
. GovERNMENT AND ViRTUES.— Jupiter owns this plant. 
The root, which is the only part ufed, and that not very 
often, is accounted a mighty counter-poifon, both againft 
the bad effeéts of poifonous herbs, as againft the bites and 
ftings of venomous creatures: it is alfo helpful againit 
malignant peftilential fevers, which it carries off by fweat;

SYCAMORE TREE. Sycomorus. 


DescripTion— There are two forts of this tree, the one 
bearing fruit out of the body and greater arms of the tree 
only, the other upon ftalks without leaves. ‘The firft 
grows larger than a mulberry tree, with round long 
leaves, pointed at the ends, and dented about the edges ; 
it bears fruit, but no flower, differing in that from all 
othér trees. ‘The whole tree abounds with milk. The 
root is folid and black, and will abide frefh long after it is 
felled. The other, which is called the Sycamore) of Cy- 
prus, grows as big as a plum tree, with broad and fome- 
what round leaves. . yee 

Piace.—The fir grows chiefly in Egypt, Syria, and 
Arabia, and other places adjacent, the other in Cyprus, 
Caria, Rhodes, &c. . 

GovERNMENT AND Virtugs.—They are under the 
particular influence of Venus. ‘T’he fruit makes the belly 
foluble, but by its over-much moifture troubles the fto- 
mach and:gives little nourifhment. “The milk taken from 
the tree, by gently piercing the bark, and afterwards dried 
and made into troches, and kept in an earthen pot, foftens 
and diffolves tumours, and folders-and clofes together the 
lips of green wounds.

TAMARISK-TREE. Tamariscus. 


Descriprion.—1I HE. Tamarifk never grows to be a 
tree of any great bignefs in England, though beyond the 
feas it will; having. a rough dark .brown bark. ‘The 
younger branches are of a.chefnut colour, cloathed with 
very fine tender green leaves, fomewhat like thofe of cy- 
prefs, but thinner and finer, and not_at all hard or rough; 
the flowers grow in rough fpikes at the ends of the younger 
fhoots, an inch or more in length, feveral {pikes growing 
together, each confifting of a great many {mall, five-leaved, 
pale red flowers, which are fucceeded by very {mall feed, 
included in a downy fubftance. 

_ Piace.—lIt is only planted in gardens in England ; its 
native place being Spain, and the fouthern parts of France, 
‘he. wood, bark, and leaves are uled. 

Time.—It flowers about the end of May, or in June; 
nd the feed is ripe and blown away in,the beginning of 
September. . 

GovERNMENT AND Virturs.—A gallant Saturnine 
herb it is. The root, leaves, young branches, or bark 
- boiled in.wine, and drank, ftays the bleeding of the hx- 
morrhoidical veins, the fpitting of blood, the too abound- 
ing of women’s courfes, the jaundice, the colic, and the 
biting of all venomous ferpents, except the afp; and out- 
wardly applied, is very powerful againft the hardnefs of 
‘the fpleen, and the tooth-ach, pains in the ears, red and 
watering eyes. ‘Che decoction, with fome honey put 
thereto, is good to ftay gangrenes and fretting ulcers, and 
to wath thofe that are fubjeét to nits and lice. Alpi- 
nus and Vefslingius affirm, that the Egyptians do with 
good fuccefs ufe the wood of it,to cure the venereal difeafe, 
as others do with lignum-vite or guaicum, and ‘give.it 
alfo to thofe who have. the leprofy, fcabs, ulcers, or the 
dike. Its athes quickly heals blifters raifed by burnings or 
fcaldings. It helps the dropfy, arifing from the hardnefs 
_of the fpleen, and therefore to drink out of cups made of 
the wood is good for fplenetic perfons. It is alfo helpful 
for melancholy, and the black jaundice that arifes thereof. 
The ancients believed that fwine which fed out of a trough 
made of this wood, would have no milt. The, bark 


is fometimes ufed for the rickets in children.

TANSY (Gommcn). TANACETUM VULGARE. 


DescriPTion.—‘The leaves of this plant are of a bright 
and pleafant green, and of a yety fragrant fmell, not coarfe 
as that of the garden Tanfy, but a pleafant aromatic. ‘The 
{talk grows upright, branchy, of a light green, and a yard 
high ; the flowers are large, and of a bright yellow. The. 
leaves are winged, and the fmall.ones are deeply cut in; and 
the root is of a dark brown colour. 

Prace.—This fort is moft frequently found wild on high 
grounds, and dry paftures. It is a perennial, and well-look- 
ing plant. : 

Time.—It blows in July and Auguft. ; 

GovVERNMENT AND VIRTUES.—This herb is undoubt- 
edly under the government of Venus. It is an agreeable 
bitter, a carminative, and a deflroyer of worms, for which 
cafe a powder of the flowers fhou!d be given from fix to twelve 
grains at night and mornings. Worms are often the caufe of 
putrid fevers and epileptic fits, and fometimes bring ona con- 
{umption. ‘The medicines ufually adminifiered againft thefe 
are often ineffe€tual, and many of them very mifchievous. 
Welebore has brought on convulfions; and every one knows 
the danger of mercurials. _Befides, it is from thefe deleterious 
compounds that half the defective teeth in young people are 
owing. ‘The flowers are the part to be ufed, and they fhould 
be given in powder, but there requires care in the collecting 
of them, to obtain all their virtue. Clip off a quantity of 
Tanfy- flowers, before they are over-blown, clofe to the ftalk. 
This mutt be done in the middle of a dry day ; fpread them 
on the bottom of a hair-fieve turned upfide down ; fhake 
them often about, and let the wind pafs through them, but 
keep them from the fun, and thus you may have them always. 
The leaves only are ufed, and are accounted reftringent and 
vulnerary, good to ftop all kind of fluxes and preternatural 
evacuations, to diffolve coagulated blood, to help thofe who 
are bruifed by falls: outwardly it is ufed as a cofmetic, to 
take off freckles, fun-burn, and morphew; as alfo in re- 
flringent gargarifms. The powder of the herb taken in fome 
of the diltilled water, helps the whites in women, but more 
efpecially if a little coral ‘and ivory in powder be put to 
it. Itis alfo commended to help children that are burften, 
| ew LOANED BEE | Dake 2 <A al 
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and have a rupture, being boiled in water and falt. Being 
boiled in water and drank, it ‘eafes the griping pains of the 
bowels, and. is good for the fciatica and joint-achs. “I'he 
fame boiled in vinegar, with honey and alum, and gargled in 
the mouth, eafes the pains of the tooth-ach, faftens loofe 
teeth, helps the gums that are fore, fettles the paiate of the 
mouth in its place, when it is fallen down, | It cleanfes and 
heals ulcers in the mouth or fecret parts, and is very good for 
inward wounds, and to clofe the lips of green wounds, and 
to heal old, moift, and corrupt running fores in the legs or 
elfewhere. Being bruifed and applied to the foles of the feet 
and hand-wrifts, it wonderfully cools the hot fits of agues, be 
they never fo violent. The diftilled water cleanfes the {kin 
of all difcolourings therein, as morphew, fun-burnings, &c. 
as alfo pimples, freckles, and the like ; and dropped into the 
eyes, or cloths wet therein and applied, takes away the heat 
and inflammations in them. ) 


TANSY (Garden). Tanacetum Horris, 


DescripTion.—Notwithftanding this is originally the 
fame plant with the former, yet this differs widely in tatte 
and flavour, and fhould never be preferred to that ; however, 
where that is not to be had, this may be ufed in its place. 
‘This is a low plant, which never rifes up to ftalk, but creeps 
upon the ground, emitting fibres from the joints, by which 
it roots in the earth, and fpreads abroad very much: the 
leaves are made up of feveral pinnz fet oppofite ; each being 
about an inch long, and not half\fo broad, ferrated about the 
edges, and having feveral {mall pieces among them like agri- 
mony, covered over with a fhining filver-colour down: the 
_ flowers grow at the joints, on long foot-ftalks, of five yellow 
leaves like cinquefoil. ‘The root is flender, with many fibres 
of a dark brown colour. , 

Piace,—It grows in gardens, and botanical plantations. 

GOVERNMENT AND VIRTUES. Dame Venus was 
minded to pleafure women with child by this herb, for there 
grows not an herb fitter for their ufe than this is; it is juft 
as though it were ordained for the purpofe. “This herb bruifed 
and applied to the navel, ftays mifcarriages ; I know no herb 
like it for that ufe: boiled in ordinary beer, and the decoCtion 
drank, does the like ; and if her womb be not as fhe would 
have it, this decoétion will make it fo.

{tition perks up his head ; and, asa judgment of God, ob- 

{cures the bright beams of knowledge by his difmal looks 5 

(phyficians feeing the Pope and his imps felfifh, they began-to 
be fo too) and now forfooth Tanfies muft be eaten only 

on Palm and Eafter Sundays, and their neighbour days: at 

laft, fuperftition being too hot to hold, and the felfifhnefs of 
phyficians walking in the clouds ; after the friars and monks 

had made the people ignorant, the fuperftition of the time 
was found out, by the virtue of the herb hidden, and now it 
is almoft, if not altogether, left off. Surely our phyficians 

are beholden to none fo much as they are to monks and 

friars: for want of eating this herb in {pring, makes people 

fickly in fummer: and that makes work for the phyfician. If 
it be againft any man or -woman’s.confcience to eat Tanfy in 

the fpring, I am as unwilling to burthen their con{cience, as 

J am that they fhould burthen mine; they may boil it in 

wine and drink the decotion, it will work the fame effet. 

"The decoétion of the common Tanfy, or the juice drank in 

wine, is a fingular remedy for all the diforders that come by 

ftopping of the urine, helps the ftrangury,‘and thofe that have 
weak reins and kidnies. It is alfo very profitable to diffolve 

and expel wind in the ftomach, belly, or bowels, to procure 
women’s courfes, and expel windinefs in the matrix, if it 
be bruifed and often fmelled unto, as alfo applied to thelower 
part of the belly. It is alfo very profitable for fuch’ women 

‘as are given to mifcarry in child-bearing, to caufe them to go 

‘out their full time: it is ufed alfo againft the ftone in the 

reins, efpecially by men. ‘The herb fried with eggs (as it is 

accuftomed in the fpring-time}, which is called a Tanfy, 

helps to d'geft and carry downwards thofe bad humours that- 
trouble the ftomach. The feed is very profitable given to. 
children for the worms, and the juice in drink is as effeCtual. 

Being boiled in oil, it is good for the finews fhrunk by 

cramps, OF pained with colds, if thereto applied. 


TARE, or TARE (Vetch Common Black). 
| Vicia NIGRA. 


Descriprion.—The ftalks of Tares are angular, weak, 
apd 
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and leaning, befet alternately at the joints with long leayes, 
having a tendril at their end, made of ten or a dozen fmall 
roundifh pinnz, a little hollowed in, with a fpinula at the 
end: they are fometimes a little hairy. The flowers grow 
ufually two together, upright, and lefs than pea-blofloms, of 
a purplifh colour ; after which follow fmal! flattifh pods, con- 
taining three or four {mall round black feeds lefs than peafe, 

Piace.—Tares are fown in the fields, 

Time.—It flowers in May, the feed being ripe in Auguft 
and September. 

GoveRNMENT AND Virtues.—They are under the 
Moon in an airy fign. ‘ares are rarely ufed in medi« 
cines, though the ‘vulgar boil them in milk, and give the 
decoétion to drive out the fmall-pox and meatles.

TARRAGON. - DRACUNCULUS. 


Descriprion.—Tarrigon fhoots up a great many round 
ftalks full of branches, cloathed with long narrow leaves, 
like thofe of hyflop, but fharper-pointed, fmooth, and fhin- 
ing; on the top of the ftalks ‘grow the flowers {mall and | 
egreenifh, refembling thofe of fouthernwood, but fewer in 
number, and thinner fet, and upon long foot-ftalks. The 
leaves have a pretty {trong fmell and tafte, fomewhat like 
fennel. | 

Priace.—It is planted in gardens. 

Time.—lIt flowers in July and Auguft, 

_ GovVERNMENT AND VirTUES.— The leaves, which are 
chiefly ufed, are heating and drying, and good for thofe who 
have the flux, or any preternatural difcharge. It isa mild 
martial plant. An infufion of the young tops increafes the 
urinary difcharge, and gently promotes the mentfes. 


TEA. Tuea. 


Description.—The Tea Shrub has a woody fpreading 
root, feveral flender branches, with numerous oblong leaves like 
thofe of the cherry tree, flowers like thofe of the dog-rofe, and 
a fruit compofed of one, two, and for the moft part, three 
berries. Only one fpecies of the Tea plant is as yet known: 
the differences in this commodity, as brought to us, proceeding 
from a difference in the climate, foil, age, method of colleCtion, 
and curation. The preparation of the leaves conlifts in drying 
or roafting them over the fire in an iron pan, and rolling them,

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while hot, with the palm of the hand on)a mat, till they 
become curled, it is then put up in cheits of tin and lead, to 
be preferved from the air. 

PLace.—lIt isa native of China and Japan, and i is cul- 

_ tivated in all the Eaftern parts. 

Virtuts.—Tea, at prefent, is more ufed for pleafure 
than as a medicine. Green Tea, however, is diuretic, and. 
carries an agreeable roughnefs with it into the ftomach, which 
gently aftringes the. fibres of that organ, and gives. fuch a 
tone as isneceflary for a good digeltion: the Bohea is foften- 
ing and nutritious, and proper in all inward decays... Strong 
"Tea, however, is prejudicial for weak nerves, and efpecially 
for children ; but at times, is very falutary for violent head- 
achs and ficknefles occafioned by inebriation. 


TEASEL (Manured). Dirsacus SATIVUS. 


- Called alfo FuLuer’s THISTLE. 


Description.—The Manured Teafel grows to be a 
large tall plant, with a fliff, hard furrowed, very prickly 
ftalk. The lower leaves are long, large, and fharp-pointed, 
indented about the edges, fmooth above, but having the mid- 
dle rib of the under part full of fharp prickles. ‘The leaves, 
which grow upon the fialks, wholly encompafs them, like 
a trough, or Jong bafon, catching the dew or rain which 
falls, and are likewife prickly underneath. The ftalks are 
divided into feveral branches, bearing on their tops large heads 
full of crooked prickly hooks, among which grow {feveral 
purplifh hollow flowers, each in a particular cell; and after 
them comelongifh, fquare, firiated feed. The root is pretty 
large and whitifh. 

PLAcE.—lIt is cultivated in the fields for the ufe of the 
cloth-workers to drefs their cloths with. 

Time.—It flowers in July. 


TEASEL (Wild). Dipsacus SILVESTRIS. 


DescripTion.—The Wild Tafel grows as large and 
high, or rather higher than the manured, with fuch a {tiff 
crelted and prickly ftalk, efpecially in the upper parts, the 
ftalk is generally fingle, ‘divided into feveral branches ; the 
lower leaves are long, narrow, and prickly, underneath. The 
leaves, which grow on the ftalks, are joined together, en-

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compafling the dtalk, and catching the rain ; but it more par- 
ticularly differs in the heads, which have their prickles gtow- 
ing erect, and not crooked or hooked like the former ; and each 
head having at the bottom {everal prickly ftiffradii growing in 
_a circle about it; the flowers grow in particular cells like the ° 
former, and are fucceeded by the like feed. The root is 
thick, and full of fibres. 

Pracr.—tIt grows upon banks in the borders of fields. 

Time.—It flowers in June and July. 

GOVERNMENT. AND Virtugs.—The virtues. of both 
thefe Teafels are much the fame 3 the roots, which are the 
only part ufed, being reckoned to have a cleanfing faculty : 
the ancients commend a decoion of them in wine, boiled 
to a confiftence, and kept in a brazen vellel, to be applied to 
the rhagades, or clefis of the fundament, and for a fiftula 
therein ; and to take away warts, The water found ttanding 
in the hollow of the leaves is commended as 4 collyrium 
to cool inflammations of the eyes, and as a cofmetic to ren- 
der the face fair., They are under the dominion of Venus, 


THISTLE (Bleed). Carvvuvs Benepicrus. 


Descriprion.—From a fmall woody root, which ‘pe. 
rifhes after giving ripe feed, there rifes feveral reddith hairy 
ftalks, two feet high or more, on which grow long hairy 
green leaves, cut in or torn on both fides into feveral laciniz 
or jags, each terminating in a fmall harmlefs {pinula, On 
the top of the ftalks grow the flowers in round heads, encom- 
paifed with feveral leaves {maller and fhorter than thofe 
~ below, lefs jagged, and fomewhat more prickly : they are 

yellow and fitular, ftanding in fcaly calices, each {cale of 
which ends in a long flender {pine, denticulated on both fides 
like the faw of a faw-fith. The feed is longith, round, and 
firiated, of a brown cclour, encompafled at the top with 
a crown of {tiff briltles, ftanding out like the feathers in 
a fhuttlecock. The whole plant is very bitter. . ; 

Prace.—It is fown every year in gardens. 

Time.—It flowers in June. :

The leaves lie fpread upon the ground, and 
they are long and large, very deeply and irregularly divided at 
the edges, and fet with ftrong fharp prickles. “The flower is 
large, and grows in the middle very low, for it {carcely rifes 
from the ground ; and is of a fine purple.

GOVERNMENT AND VIRTUES.==T he Thiftles in general 
are under Jupiter, though the virtues of fome particular ones 
feem to declare them to be under Mars: however, they in 
general poffefs but fmall medicinal properties.

They ‘ 
are celebrated by the German phyficians as ftomachic and 
fudorific, but they are not fo much regarded in the modern 
practice as thofe encomiums beftowed on them by thefe 
authors feem to demand. 


THISTLE (Wild Carline). Cariina VuLGarts. 


Descriprion.—T he root is compofed of numerous fibres 
conneéted to a large head. The ftalk is upright, firm, 
branched towards the top, and feven or eight feet high. The 
leaves are very large, long, and confiderably broad, of a fine 
deep green, and divided in the {pear-pointed manner at the 
fides and ends. The flowers terminate the branches: they 
are very large, of a fine purple, and when quite open, have 
a grand appearance. 

Piace.—lIt is common in our northern counties, and 
is alfo found in the neighbourhood of Briftol. 

Time.—lIt flowers in July and Auguft. 


THISTLE (/Yoollen, Cotton, or Down). CarDuus 


ALBIS SIVE VULGATISSIMUS., 


DescripTion.—This has many large leaves lying upon 
the ground, fomewhat cut in, and as it were crumpled on the 
edges, of a green colour on the upper fide, but covered over 
with a long hairy wool or cotton down, fet with moft tharp - 
and cruel pricks ; from the middle of whofe heads of flowers 
come forth many purplifh crimfon threads, and fometimes 
white, although but feldom., The feed that follows in thofe 
white downy heads, is fomewhat large and round, refembling 
the feed of Lady’s Thiflle, but paler: the rvot is great and 
thick, fpreading much, yet ufually dies after feed-time. 

Prace.—lIt grows on divers ditch-banks, and in the corn- 
fields and highways, generally throtghout England, and is 
often growing in gardens. 

Time.—It flowers in June. 

GovERNMENT AND Vixtues.—It is a plant of Mars. 

Diofcorides 
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Diofcorides and Pliny write, that the leaves and roots hereof 
taken in drink, help thofe that have a crick in the neck, that 
they canniot turn it, unlefs they turn their whole body. Galen 
fays,. that the roots and leaves hereof are good for fuch perfons 
that have their bodies drawn together by forme fpafin or con- 
vulfion,. or other infirmities ; as. the rickets (or_as the College 
of Phyficians would have it, rachites, about which name 
they have quarrelled fufficiently) in children, being a difeafe 
that hinders their growth, by binding their nerves, ligaments, 
and whole ftructure of their body, | 


THISTLE (Woolly-headed). Terravtix EriopHora. 


DescriprTron.—The root is fibrous. The ftalk is up- 
right, thick, branched, and five feet high. The leaves are 
long and moderately broad, and they are very beautifully divi- 
ded, fomewhat in the manner of Spear Thiftles, but with 
more numerous and more regular fegments. Their colour is | 
a deep green. ‘The flowers grow at the tops of the branches 
in large woolly heads; and they are of a fine deep purple, 

Puace,—We have it in dur weftern counties, but not 
very common. 

TLime.—It flowers in Auguft. 


THORN-APPLE. Darvra Srramonium. 


DescripTion.—It has a, large divided and fibrous root ; 

the {tem is thick, firm, upright, branched, and two or three 
feet high: the leaves are large, broad, fharp-pointed, fup- 
ported on fhort firm leaf-ftalks, a little indented at the edges, 
of a firmifh texture, and a darkifh green colour. The flawers 
are produced at the divifions of the {tem and branches; they 
are large and white: the feeds are numerous and kidney- 
fhaped. | 

PLace.—lIt is a native of the fouthern parts of America, 
but flourifhes very well in our gardens. 

Time.—It flowers in Auguft. - * 

GoyERNMENT AND ViRTUES.—Jupiter governs this 
plant. ‘The juice preffed out of the freth plant, and infpif- 
fated to an extract, has been given in dofes from half a grain 
to the amount of a drachm, in twenty-four hours, in epilep- 

tic, diforders, convulfions, and madnefs, and proved to be 
a medicine of fingular efficacy in thofe deplorable maladies, 
feveral perfons being cured by it whofe diforders were both 
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violent and of long ftanding. An ointment made of the 
Jeaves is cooling and repelling.

THORNBERRY (Black). Accacta GERMANICA. 


-DescriPTION—This fhrub rarely grows above. four 
feet high. The branches are thorny, and have. a deep 
brown bark; the leaves are oblong, broad, and of a fine 
green ; the flowers are white; and the berries when ripe. 
are a dark purple, and covered with a greyith duft. 

Prace.—It grows in every county, in the hedges and 
-borders of fields. - : 

_> Time.—It flowers in April, and fometimes in March, 
but the fruit ripens after all other plums whatfoever, and 
is not fit to be eaten until the autumn froft mellows them. 

_ GovernMENT AND VirTuES.-—All the parts of the 
Thornberry-bufh are binding, cooling, and dry,.and all ef- 
fetual to {tay bleeding at the nofe and mouth, or any other 
place ; the lafk of the belly or ftomach, or the bloody-flux, 
the too much abounding of women’s courfes, and helps. 
to eafe the pains of the fides, bowels, and guts, that come by 
over-much fcouring, to drink the decoction of the bark 
of the roots, or more ufually the decoction of the berries, 
either frefh or dried. The conferve alfo is of very much 
ufe, and more familiarly taken for the purpofe aforefaid. But 
the diftiled water of the flowers firft fteeped in fack for 
a night, and drawn therefrom by the heat of Balneum, 4n- 
glice, a bath, is a moft certain remedy, tried and approved, to 
eafe all manner of gnawings in the {tomach, the fides and 
bowels, or any griping pains in any of them, to drink a 
{mall quantity when the extremity of pain is upon them. 
The leaves alfo are good to make lotions to gargle and wath 
the mouth and throat wherein are {wellings, fores, or ker- 
nels; and to ftay the defluxions of rheum to the eyes, or 
other parts; as alfo to cool the heat and inflammations of 
them, and eafe hot pains of the head, to bathe the forehead 
and temples therewith. The fimple diftilled water of the 
flowers is very effectual for the faid purpofes, and the conden- 
fate juice of them. The diftilled water of the green berries 


is ufed alfo for the faid effects.

THOROUGHL_LEAF. PEUPLEURUM CAMPESTRIS, 


Descriprion.—Common Thorowgh-leaf fends forth’ a 
{trait round flalk, two feet high or better, whofe lower leaves 
being of a blueifh colour, are fimaller and narrower than 
thofe up higher, and ftand clofe thereto, not compafling it ; 
but as they grow higher, they do more encompafs the {talks, 
until it wholly pafs through them, branching toward the top 
into many parts, where the leaves grow {maller again, every 
one ftanding fingly, and never two at a joint. ’ The flowers 
are {mall and yellow, ftanding in tufts at the heads of the | 
branches, where afterwards grow the feed, being blackith, 
many thick, thruft together. ‘The root is fmall, long, and 
woody, perifhing every year, after feed-time, and rifing again 
plentifully of its own fowing.. ate 

Prace.—It is found in corn-fields and other cultivated 
places, but not common.

THOROUGH WAX (White). Brassica ORIENTALS, 


Descriprion.—This Thorough Wax differs much from 
the common. It has a fmall fibrous, fticky root, from which 
{pring fmooth,and frequently reddifh falks, The leaves are of 
a blueifh green colour, of an oval {hape, fmooth, and not in- 
dented about the edges, full of nerves, which run_ obliquely 
from the centre to the circumference of the leaf : they are per-

It is’ excellent in 
nervous diforders. A ftrong infufion of it, drank in the 
manner of tea, is pleafant, and a very effeQual remedy for 
head-achs, giddinefs, and other diforders of that kind ; and 
it is a certain remedy for that troublefome complaint, the 
night-mare. A gentleman afflicted for a long fpace of 
time with this complaint in a terrible manner, and having in 
vain fought for relief from the ufual means employed for that 
purpofe, was advifed to make trial of the infufion of this 
plant, which foon removed it, and he continued free for feve- 
yal years, after which the diforder fometimes returned, but 
always gave way to the remedy.

GoVERNMENT AND Virrugs.—It is a hot. martial 
plant. A flight infufion of the frefh gathered leaves vomits, 
and that very roughly ; but for conftitutions that can bear it, 
it is a good medicine for rheumatic pains ; an ointment made 
of them, with hog’s-lard, is good.fer the piles when they get 
painful and are inflamed. ‘The diftilled oil is fometimes 
dropped on cotton, and applied to aching teeth, and it feldom 
fails to give a temporary relief. The powdered leaves, or a 
decoction of them, kill lice, and other vermin. The {moke 
of ‘Tobacco injected in the manner of a glyfter, is of fingu- 
lar efficacy in obftinate ftoppages of the bowels, for deftroy- 
ing thofe {mall worms called afcarides, and for the recovery 
of perfons apparently drowned. A conftant chewing, or 
{moaking of tobacco, hurts the appetite, by depriving the 
conititution of too much faliva; but though it is improper 
for lean, dry, heétic people, it maybe ufeful to the more 
grofs, and to fuch as are fubje@ to cold difeafes, Snuff 
is feldom produétive of any bad effedts, uulefs it be fwal- 
lowed, but it fhould not be ufed by fuch as are inclined to an 
apoplexy. ‘Tobacco is a great expeller of phlegm when 
{moaked in a pipe, in which vaft quantities are confumed, 
the greateft part by way of amufement, though forhe com- 
mend it as a helper of digeftion; many extol it as a prefer- 
vative from the plague; but Rivinus fays, that in the plague 
of Leipfic feveral died, who were great {moakers of Tobacco, 
The diftilled oil is of a poifonous nature ; a drop of it. taken 
inwardly, will deftroy a cat. 


TOOTHWORT (Bulbiferour): Dentaria BuLBIFERA. 


Descriprion.—The root is thick, and of an irregular 
figure, and runs obliquely under the furface. The firit 
leaves are oblong, narrow, undivided, and of a pale green :

DescRIPTION.—The greater Turnfole rifes with one up- 
right ftalk, about a toot high, or more, dividing itfelf almott 
from the bottom, into divers fmall branches, of a hoary co- 
lour ; at each joint of the ftalk and branches grow {mall 
broad leaves, fomewhat white and hoary. At the tops of 
the {talks and branches itand fmall white flowers, confilting- 
of four, and fometimes five fmall leaves, fet in order one 
above another, upon a fmall crooked fpike, which turns in- 
wards like a bowed finger, opening by degrees as the flowers 
blow open ; after which, in their place, come forth cornered

TUTSAN. Hypericum ANDROSZNUM. 
Cailed alfo Park Leaves. 


DescriTion.—The ttalks of Tutfan grow to be three 
feet high, fmooth, reddifh, and not much branched, having 
two large oval brownifh green leaves fet oppofite at every 
_ joint, on very fhort foot-ftalks, thofe next the ground being 
ufually fmalleft. On the top of the flalks grow the flowers, 
- feveral together, on pretty long > foot-ftalks, of five fimall 

ellow roundifh leaves a-piece, with ftamina in the middle of 
the fame colour, yielding a reddifh juice upon being rubbed 
between the fingers, and are fucceeded by berry-like feed-vef- 
fels, green at firft, and afterwards of a deep {hining purple, 
almoft black, containing fmall feed in a purpliih juice. ‘The 
root is fomewhat thick, of a reddifh colour, with many 
fibres. - : | 

Prace.—It grows in many woods, groves, and woody 
grounds, as parks, and forefts, and by hedge-fides in many 

laces in this country, as in Hampftead Wood, by Ratley in 
Effex, in the Wilds of Kent, and in many other places need- 
lefs to recite. 

Time.—It flowers later than St.. John’s or St, Peter's 
wort. | 

GovERNMENT AND VIRTUES.—It is an herb of Saturn, 
and a moft noble anti-venerean. ‘Tutfan purges choleric hu- 
mours, as St. Peter’s wort is faid to do, for herein it works 
the fame effects, both to help the {ciatica and gout, and to 
heal burning by fire: it ftays all the bleedings of wounds, if 
either the green herb be bruifed, or the powder of the dry be 
applied thereto. It has been accounted, and certainly it is, a 
fovereign herb to heal either wound or fore, either outwardly 
or inwardly, (and therefore always ufed in drinks, lotions, - 
balms, oils, &c. in ointments) or any other fort of green 
wounds, old ulcers, &c. in all which the continual experience 
of former ages has confirmed the ufe thereof to be admirable 
good, though it be not fo much in ufe now, as when 
phyficians and furgeons were fo wife as to ufe herbs more 
than they do now. ‘The leaves and flowers are counted 
much of the nature of St. John’s wort, being a good wound- 
herb ufed both inwardly and outwardly ; and is called in French 

| Toutfuin, 
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Toutfain, fignifying All-heal, and from thence by us cor- 
tuptly called Tutfan.

VALERIAN (Garden). Varertana Hortense. 


Description.—THIS§ has a thick fhort greyith root, 
lying for the moft part above ground, fhooting forth on all 
other fides fuch-hke fmal] pieces of roots, which have all of 
them many long green firings and: fibres under them in the 
ground, whereby it draws nourifhment. From: the head of 
thefe roots {pring up many green leaves, which at firlt are 
fomewhat broad and long, without any divifions at all ia 
them, or denting on the edges; but thofe that rife up after 
are more and more divided on each fide, fome to the middie 
rib, being winged, as made .of many leaves together on 
a ftalk, and thofe upon a ftalk, in ike manner more divided, 
but fmaller towards the top than below: the ftalk rifes to be 
a yard or more, fometimes branched at the top, with many 
fall whitith flowers, fometimes dafhed over at the edges witha 
a pale purplifh colour, of a little fcent, which paffing away, 
there follows fmall brownifh white feed, that is eafily carried 
away with the wind. The root fmells more ftrong than 
either leaf or flower, and is of more ufe in medicines. 

Prace.—It is generally kept with us in gardens, 

Time.—lIt flowers in June and July, and continues 
flowering until the froft pull it down, 

GoveRNMENT ann VirtuEs.—This is under the in- 
fluence of Mercury. Diofcorides fays, that the Garden Va- 
lerian has a warming faculty, and that being driéd and given 
to drink it provokes urine, and helps the itrangury. ‘T’he 
decoction thereof taken, does the like alfo, and takes away 
' pains of the fides, provokes women’s courfes, and is ufed in 
antidotes, Pliny fays, that the powder of the root given. ia 
drink, or the decoétion thereof taken, helps all {toppings and 
ftranglings in any part of the body, whether they proceed of 
pains in the cheft or fides, and takes them away, The root 
of Valerian boiled with liquorice, raifins, and annifeed, is 
fingularly good for thofe that-are fhort-winded, and for thofe 
that are troubled with the cough, and helps to open the paf- 
{fages, and to expectorate phlegm eafily. It is given to thofe 
who are bitten or {tung by any venomous creature, being 
boiled in wine. It is of a fpecial virtue again{t the plague, 
hey the 
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the decoétion thereof being drank, and the root being ufed 
to fmell to. It helps to expel the wind in the belly. The 
green herb with the root taken frefh, being bruifed and 
applied to the head, takes away the pains and prickings there, 
ftays rheum and thin dutillations, and being boiled in white 
wine, and a drop thereof put into the eyes, takes away the 
dimnefs of the fight, or any pin or web therein ; it is of ex- 
cellent property to heal any inward fores or wounds, and alfo 
for outward hurts er woufds, and drawing away fplinters 
er thorns out of the flefh. 3 


VALERIAN (Greek), POLEMONIUM CrruLium. 


Descriptron.—The root of the Greek Valerian is about 
a finger thick, of a brown colour, giowing not in the earth, 
but fpreading itfelf acrofs with many large white {trings on 
exch fide, which makes the rout appear like a large fcolopen- - 
dra, or caterpillar, with many long feet, of a very ftrong - 
fmell, efpecially when dry ; it fhoots out feveral hollow chan- 
nelled ftalks two or three feet high, having the lower leaves 
long and round-pointed, fome whole, and others cut in, re- 
fembling thofe of fcabious, but that they are fmooth ; the 
_ Teaves which grow on the ftalks are alfo much more cut in. 

"The ftalks are divided towards the top into feveral branches, 
having at each divarication a long narrow leaf, and at the ends 
grow the flowers in a kind of umbels, each flower - being 
a fmall, long, narrow tube, divided at the top into five feg- 
ments, with as many apices, of a white colour: they ftand 
on the sudiments of the feed, which, when they are fallen, 
grow larger, being longith, and {triated with a downy top. 

PLaceE.—It is ufually planted in gardens, though it grows 
wild in the Alpine countries, and is found in fome parts 
of Yorkfhire. | 

GovERNMENT AND VirTues.—lIt is under Mercury, 
and is alexipharmic, fudorific, and cephalic, and accounted 
wfeful in malignant fevers, and peftilential diftempers ; it helps 
in nervous complaints, head-achs, trembling, palpitations of 
the heart, vapours, and all that train of miferable diforders, 
-ncluded under the name of nervous. It is alfo good in 
hyfteric cafes; and epilepfies have been cured by the ufe 
only of this herb. 


VALERIAN 
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VALERIAN (Water). Vaiirtana AQuatica. 


DeEscriPTION.—The roots of this Valerian are long, 
flender, and creeping, fending out a few fmall white fibres. 
‘The leaves which {pring from them, before the ftalks run up 
to flower, are almoft round, but fomewhat pointed. The 
leaves which grow on the ftalks, are like thofe of the garden 
kind, but lefs. We have two {pecies of this Valerian, one 
whereof rifes higher than the other, having ufually three pair 
of leaves fet oppofite; the umbels of flowers grow clofer, and 
the flowers are a great deal fmaller than the other, which 
rifes not fo high, and has ufually but two pair of leaves on 
the ftalks. The flowers are much larger, ‘and like the gar- 
den Valerian, but of a pale purple colour, ‘as are alfo the 
. former. 

PLaceE.—They grow both promifcuoufly in marfhy 
grounds and moilt meadows, as in Batterfea-field near the 
‘Thames in great plenty. | 

Time.—They flower in May. 


VALERIAN (True Wild}, VALERIANA SYLVESTRIS. 


Description.—Wehave likewife two fpeciesof this great 
Wild Valerian; the firlt has a root divided into feveral white 
thick {trings, growing more downward, and lefs {preading 
than the other, of no great fcent when juit taken out of the 
ground, but {melling very ftrong when dry. The ftalks rife 
to be about a yard high, hollow, and channelled, having 
feveral long winged leaves, whofe pinnz are long, fharp- 
pointed, and ferrated about the edges, high-veined, and 
fomewhat hairy ; the Jeaves which grow on the ffalks are 
narrower, and lefs ferrated. The flowers are in fhape like 
thofe of the garden Valerian, of a pale purple colour, and 
having the like feed, This grows in woods and drier places 
than ‘the other, which is larger, taller, the root more {pread 
‘out, the leaves are larger, {moother, of a deeper fhining 
green, with broader pinnz ; the ftalks grow taller ; the flow- 
ers are much alike. This grows in Watery places, and near 
ditches, both flowering in May. The root of this has as 
{trong a fmell as the other ; they are both ufed promifcuoutly, 
though the former feems to come neareft Columna’s heure 
and defcription in his Phytopinax. | 

Prace.—lIt is found on dry heaths and in high paftures 3 
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there is another variety found very frequent about rivulets, and 
in marfhy places, but this poffeffes only a {thal fhare of the 
virtues belonging to the other. 

~ Virtrurs.—The roots of Valerian have 4 ftrong, and, to 
moft people, a difagreeable fmell ; to the taft they are warm, 
- bitter, and a little acrid. There is no doubt but it poffefles 
antifpafmodic virtues in a very eminent degree. - It is often 
given with advantage in hyfterical cafes; and there are in- 
{tances of its having effected cures in obftinate epileptic cafes, 
In habitual coftivenefs, it is an excellent medicine, and will 
frequently loofen the bowels, when other purgatives have 
proved ineffe@tual. It is excellent againit nervous affections 
in general, fuch as inveterate head-achs, trembling, palpita- 
tions of the heart, vapours, and hyfteric complaints. “There 
is a tinéture made from it and kept in the fhops, but it is 
moft efficacious in fubftance, and may be taken from half 
a drachm to two drachms for a dofe three or four times a day. 


VERVAIN (Common). Verpena VULGARIS. 


Description.—The Common Vervain has fomewhat 
long broad leaves next the ground, deeply gafhed about the 
edges, and fome only deeply dented, or cut in alike, of a 
blackifh green colour.on the upper fide, fomewhat grey under- 
neath. The ftalk is fquare, branched into feveral parts, 
rifing about two feet high, efpecially if you reckon the long 
fpike of flowers at thte tops of them, which are fet on all 
Gdes one above another, and fometimes two or three together, 
being {mall and gaping, of a blue colour and white inter- 
mixed, after which come {mall round feed, in fmall and 
fomewhat long heads: the root is forall and long, but of no 
wie) hee 
Prace.—lIt grows generally. throughout this country in 
divers places of the hedges and way-fides, and other wattle 
grounds. 

Trme.—lIt flowersin July, and the feed is ripe foon after. 

GovERNMENT-AND Virrves.—This is an herb of 
Venus, and excellent for the womb to ftrenethen and remedy 
ali the cold diforders of it, as plantain does the hot. Vervain 
is hot and dry, opening obftrutions, cleanfing and healing : 
it helps the yellow-jaundice, the dropfy and the gout, it 
kills and expels worms in the belly, and caufes a good colour 
#1 the face and body, ftrengthens as well as corrects the dif- 
eafes of the ftomach, liver, and fpleen; helps the cough, 

wheezings,. 
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wheezings, and fhortnefs of breath, and all the defects of the 
reins and bladder, expelling the gravel and {tone. It is held 
to be good again{t the biting of ferpents, and other venomous 
beafts, againft the plague, and both tertian and quartan agues, 
It confolidates and heals alfo all wounds, both inward and 
outward, ftays bleedings, and ufed with fome honey, heals 
all old ulcers and fiftulas in the legs or other parts of the 
body ; as alfo thofe ulcers that happen in the mouth 5 or ufed 
with hog’s-greafe, it helps the fwellings and pains of the 
fecret parts in man or woman, alfo for the piles or hamor- 
rhoids ; applied with fome oil of rofes and vinegar unto the 
forehead and temples, it eafes the inveterate pains and ach of 
the head, and is good for thofe that are frantic. “The leaves 
bruifed, or the juice of them mixed with fome vinegar, does 
wonderfully cleanfe the fkin, and takes away morphew, 
freckles, fiftulas, and other fuch-like inflammations and de- 
formities of the fkin in any part of: the body. The diftilled 
water of the herb when it is in full ftrength, dropped into the 
eyes, cleanfes them from films, clouds, or mifts, that darken 
the fight, and wonderfully ftrengthens the optic nerves: thre 
faid water is very powerful in all the difeafes aforefaid, either 
inward or outward, whether-they be old corroding fores, or 
green wounds. 


VINE TREE. Vitis VINIFERA. 


Descriprion.— Lhe root is woody, divided, and fpread- 
ing to a confiderable diftance, “The ftem is woody, covered 
with a rough brown bark, divided into numerous very long 
ftraggling branches, which are too’weak to fupport themfelves 
without affiltance. “The leaves are numerous, large, and 
very beautiful; they are of a roundifh figure, but deeply 
divided into five or more lobes, which are fharp-pointed, 
notched at the edges, and make the leaves appear angular ; 
they are fupported on longifh leaf-ftalks, and trom the bafe of 
thefe there frequently rifes long, and very robuit tendrils 
or wires, which lay hold of any thing that happens to be in 
their way, and thus keep the branches from trailing on the 
ground. ‘The flowers are produced in clufters on longifh leaf- 
ftalks, which rife together with the leaf-ftalks and tendrils; 
they are fmall, and of a greenifh, or whitifh colour. 

GOVERNMENT AND Virtvues.—This is a fine plant 
ef the Sun. The dried fruit, as it comes to us from abroad 


under 
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under the names of raifi ins, and currants, is good in coughs, 
con fumptions, and other diforders of the breaft. 

Wine is a product of the grape, and of this there are feve- 
ral kinds ufed in medicine, the chief of which are the moun- 
tain, the French white wine, Madeira wine, and red port 3 
thefe are valuable cordials, in languors or debilities, more 
grateful and reviving than the common aromatic waters and. 
infufions, and particularly ufeful in the low {tage of putrid 
and malignant fevers, for raifing the pulfe, fupporting the 
vital heat, promoting perfpiration, and refifting putrefaction ; 
ufed dietically, they are of fervice to the aged, the weak and, 
relaxed, and to thofe who are much expofed to a warm, moitt, 
er corrupted air; but in oppofite circumftances, they are im- 
proper, and, ufed to excefs, highly prejudicial. . 

Red Port, White Port, Sherry, Madeira, Burgundy, aad 
Champaign, are BS in efteem ; and to thefe, for their ex- 
eellency and grateful tafle, may be added the Mufcadine, the 
Smyrna and Cyprus wines. As to the nature and ufe of 
wine, there have been fo many volumes written about them, 
that it would be fuperfluous to fay much here. Moderately 
ufed, it is very cordial, and of great fervice to mankind. It 
firengthens the ftomach, helps digeftion, comforts the bowels, 
and is the bett prefervative againit the plague. Of the grapes 
are made the uve paffe majores, or raifins of the fun, after 
this manner: they cut the ftalks of the bunches they defign 
- for that ufe almoft in two in the middle, and by that means 
hinder the fap from coming to them in any quantity, and let 
them hang thus on the branches, till by defe& of nourifh- 
ment, and the heat of the fun, they are fufficiently cured, 
when they are put into cafks for ufe. “The Malaga raifins are 
managed another way ; they dip the bunches of ripe grapes 
in a boiling hot lye, made of the afhes of Vine-ftalks, taking 
them out prefently, and then laying them on boards in the fun 
to dry, and afterwards they are packed up in frails.. 

The beft vinegar is made of wine four by age, or kept in 
a warm place to make it fo, which, befides what is fpent in 
the kitchen, is of great ufe in ‘phyfic ; ; it 1s of thin parts, re- 
fifts putrefaGtion and peftilential diftempers, promotes an ap- 
petite, and helps digeftion. 

Brandy is a fpirit diftilled from wine, of which the French 
is moft efteemed. This is the bafis of all the cordial waters, 
and is an univerfal menftruum to draw the tincture out of 
vegetables, and to that end is tectified to a higher degree 
of fpirituoufnels. To the fide of the wine catks, that faline 

fub{tance 
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fubftance called tartar adheres, of which there is a white and 
red, but the white is moft efteemed, and comes from Ger= 
many ; of thefe the cremor. tartari, and the fal tartari are 
made. Both the crude and the cremor tartari, are folutive 
and opening, render the body foluble, and are good for cuta- 
neous diftempers. Agrefta, or the juice of unripe grapes, as 
alfo the unripe grapes dried, are reftringent and cooling, and 
good for all kinds of fluxes, but they are feldom ufed. “The 
leaves of the Englifh Vine, (I do not mean to fend you 
to the Canaries for a medicine} being boiled, make a good lo- 
tion for fore mouths; being boiled with barley-meal into 
a poultice, it cools inflammations of wounds ; the dropping 
of the Vine, when it is cut in the fpring, which country- 
people call tears, being boiled in a fyrup, with fugar, and 
taken inwardly, is excellent to ftay women’s longings after 
every thing they fee, which is a difeafe many women with 
child are fubje€t to. The decoGion of Vine-leaves in white 
wine does the like: alfo the tears of the Vine, drank two 
or three fpoonfuls at a time, breaks the {tone in the bladder. 
This is a very good remedy, and it is difcreetly done, to kill 
a Vine to cure a man, but the falt of the leaves are held to be 
better. The afhes of the burnt branches will make teeth 
that are as black as coal, to be as white as {now, if you but 
every morning rub them with it. Itisa molt gallant tree of 
the Sun, very fympathetical with the body of man, and that 
is the reafon {pirit of wine is the greateft cordial among 
all vegetables. 


VINE (Wild). See the Article Bryony. 


VIOLET. VioLta OporRATA. 


Descriprion.—The root is perennial ; it is long, flen- 
der, crooked, and fibrous, and the leaves are numerous ; they 
are fupported on long flender leaf-ftalks, and are of a roundifh 
figure, heart-fhaped at the bafe, {lightly notched at the edges, 
and of a dark green colour, feveral flender creeping {tems or 
wires rife from among them, which take root at ‘the joints, 
and fo propagate the plant. The flowers are fupported fingly 
on long, lender, fruit-italks, which rife immediately from 
the root ; they are large, of a beautiful deep blue or purple 
colour, and extremely fragrant. The feeds are numerous ; 
they are ego-fhaped, and furnifhed with appendages. 

ol. k. 6.E PLACE.— 
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Piace.—It is common on warm banks, and produces its 
bloffoms in March and April. . ! 
Time.—They flower until the end of July, but they are 
beft in March, and the beginning of April. | 
GoveRNMENT AND VIRTUES.—Theyare a fine, pleafing 
plant of Venus, of a mild nature, no way harmful. All the 
Violets are cold and moift while they are frefh and green, 
and are ufed to cool any heat or diftemperature of the body, — 
either inwardly or outwardly, as inflammations in the eyes, in 
the matrix or fundament, in impofthumes alfo, and hot 
{wellings, to drink the decoétion of the leaves and flowers 
made with water in wine, or to apply them poultice-wife to 
the grieved places: it likewife eafes pains in the head, caufed 
through want of fleep ; or any other pains arifing of heat, 
being applied in the fame manner, or with oil of rofes. A 
drachm weight of the dried leaves or flowers of Violets, but 
the leaves more ftrongly, does purge the body of choleri¢ 
humours, and affuages the heat, being taken in a draught of 
wine, or any other drink ; the powder of the purple leaves of 
the flowers, only picked and dried, and drank in water, is faid 
to help the quinfy, and the falling-ficknefs in children, efpe- 
cially in the beginning of the difeafe. The flowers of the 
white Violets ripen and diffolve fwellings. ‘The herb or 
flowers, while they are frefh, or the flowers when they are 
dry, are effectual in the pleurify, and all difeafes of the lungs, 
to lenify the fharpnefs of hot rheumis, and the hoarfenefs of 
the throat, the heat alfo and fharpnefs of urine, and all the 
pains of the back or reins, and bladder. It is good alfo for 
the liver and the jaundice, and all hot agues, to cool the 
heat, and quench the thirft; but the fyrup of Violets is of 
moft ufe, and of better effect, being taken in fome conveni- 
ent liquor ; and if a little of the juice or fyrup of lemons be 
put to it, or a few drops of the oil of vitriol, it 1s made 
thereby the more powerful to cool the heat, and quench the 
thirft, and gives to the drink a claret- wine colour, and a fine 
tart relifh, pleafing the tafte. Violets taken, or made up 
with honey, do more cleanfe and:cool, and with fugar con- 
trary-wife. The dried flowers of Violets are accounted 
amongtt the cordial “drinks, powders, and other medicines, 
efpecially where cooling cordials are neceffary, The green 
leaves are ufed with other herbs to make plaifters and poultices 
for inflammations and fwellings, and to-eafe all pains whatfo- 
ever, arifing of heat; and for the piles alfo, being fried with 
yolks of eggs, and. applied thereto, 9 eta 
: | VIOLET 
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VIOLET (Water), Horronia Parustris, 


DescripTion.—The root isa tuft of long, black, and 
flender fibres, which penetrate deep into the mud, ‘The 
leaves are long, large, and very beautifully pinnated: they 
confift each of ten, twelve, or more pairs of long and narrow 
fegments, regularly difpofed, and an edd one at the end. 
From the bafe of this clufter of leaves, there generally are 
propagated fome long, flender ftalks, which take root again 
as they run upon the furface of the mud, and in thofe places 
fend up frefh clufters of leaves. In the centre of thefe 
leaves rifes the {talk which is to fupport the flowers ; this is 
tall, upright, round, {lender, and naked. ‘The flowers ftand 
in little clufters at and near the top; they are moderately 
large, very pretty, and of a whitifh colour tinged with red. 
The feed is fingle and fmall. 

~Prace.—It is frequent in fhallow waters that have muddy 
bottoms. | 

Time.—lIt flowers in June. ee 

GoVERNMENT AND VIRTUES.—Saturn governs this 
plant. The leaves are cooling, externally applied ; but they 
are more ufed by country-people than by phyficians, “The 
fiowers are accounted a fpecific againft the fluor albus, and 
are frequently made ufe of ina conferve or decoction for that | 
purpofe, which is to be continued for fome time. Some com- 
-mend the herb as of great ufe againft the king’s-evil, and all 
{crophulous {wellings. | 


VIPER’s BUGLOSS. Viperis. 


DescriPpTion.——This has'many long rough leaves lying 
on the ground, from among which rife up divers hard round 
ftalks, very rough, as if they were thick fet with prickles or 
hairs, whereon are fet fuch-like rough, hairy, or prickly fad 
green leaves, fomewhat narrow ; the middle rib for the moft 
part being white, The flowers {land at the top of the flalk, 
branched forth in many long fpiked leaves of flowers, bowing 
or turning like the turnfole, all opening for the moft part on 
the one fide, which are long and hollow, turning up the brims 
a little, of a pugplith violet colour, in them that are. fully 
blown, but more reddifh while they are in the bud, as alfo 
upon their decay and withering; but in fome places of a paler 
purple colour, with a long pointel in the middle, feathered 
. or 
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or parted at the top. After the flowers are fallen, the feeds 
growing to be ripe, are blackith, cornered, and pointed 
fomewhat like the head of a viper. The root is fomewhat 
great and blackifh, and woolly, when it grows towards feed- 
time, and perifhes in the winter. , ek 
There is another fort, little differing from the former, only 
in this, that it bears white flowers. , | 
- Prace.—The firft grows wild almoft every where 5 that 
with white flowers, about the caftle-walls in Lewes in Suffex. 
Time.—They flower in fummer, and their feed is ripe 
quickly after. “4 
’ GOVERNMENT AND VirTUES.—It is a moft gallant herb 
of the Sun: it is a pity it isno more in ufethan itis. It is 
an efpecial remedy againft the biting of the viper, and other 
yenomous beafts, or ferpents ; as alfo again{t poifon, or poi- 
fonable herbs. Diofcorides and others fay, that whofoever | 
fhall take of the herb or root before they be bitten, fhall not 
be hurt by the poifon of any ferpent. The root or feed 
is thought to be the moft effectual to comfort the heart, and 
expel fadnefs, or caufelefs melancholy ; it tempers the blood, 
and allays hot fits of agues. The feed drank in wine, pro- 
cufes abundance of milk in women’s breafts. The fame alfo 
being taken, eafes the pain in the loins, back, and kidnies. 
The diftilled water of the herb when it is in flower, or 
its chief ftrength, is excellent, to be applied either inwardly 
or outwardly, for all the difeafes aforefaid. “There is a fyrup 
made hereof, very effe€tual for the comforting the heart, and 
expelling fadnefs and melancholy. 7 


WAKE ROBIN (Golden) Arum AvREIS. 


Descriprion.—THIS little but negleéted plant has 
4 roundifh tuberous root, brown on the outfide, and white 
within, placed at no confiderable depth below the furface of . 
the ground, and furnifhed with a few fibres. “The leaves, 
which are marked with beautiful gold coloured veins, grow 
alternately upon the ftock ; they are oblong, fmooth at the 
edges, pointed at the ends, and of a fine frefh green, and 
often fome fpots of white are vifible on them. The ftem 
is round, thick, and ten inches or 2 foot high, On its 
top ftands a fingle flower, of a fine yellow, which is after- 
wards fucceeded by fine bright red berries. 
PLACE.—It is common under hedges, and in moift mea« 
dows. 
TimMeE.— 
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Time.—It flowers in May. 

GoVERNMENT AND VirTuES.—It is under the domi- 
nion of the Sun. The root of Wake Robin is chiefly ufed 
in phyfic ; it is a moft powerful antifcorbutic, and by the 
activity of its fubtle parts, it cuts all vifcidities, and therefore 
is of fervice in humourous a{thmas, in which cafe it fhould be 
bruifed and gently boiled in a clofe veffel, in half white-wine, 
and half water, and fweetened with honey of rofes. The 
root bruifed and mixed with cows dung, and applied warm in 
a fit of the gout and rheumatic pains, is not without reafon 
commended by Matthiolus. ‘The root alfo beat up with vine- 
gar and laid upon a bruifed part, will diffipate the ftagna- 
ting blood, and prevent or take off the blacknefs of the fkin. 
It is moft certain that with drying and long keeping it lofes 
all its fubtle pungent parts, and nothing but a mealy infipid 
fubftance remains, wherefore it fhould always be ufed as foon 
as gathered, and the beft way is in infufions. However, if 
it be immediately fprinkled with good vinegar, and afterwards 
dried and reduced to a powder, it will retain its virtue longer, 
but fhould be kept in a veffel clofe ftopt, otherwife it is 
the worft ingredient in the powder that bears its name. 

Few plants have puzzled fyftem-mafters more than the 
above, not knowing where to place it. Yet had they tol- 
lowed the obyious charaéter impreffed by nature in the fruit, 
the confufion had been avoided ; for whatever difputes may 
have arifen from the fingularity of the flower, the fruit. is 
a berry, which plainly diftinguifhes it from any other plant. 

Nor can many plants boaft that variety of appellations 
which have diftinguifhed the prefent article. It has been 
called Meadow Pink, Crow-Flower, Wild Williams, Rage 
ged Robin, Cuckow- Flower, and Meadow Lichnis, 

‘The agreement between the blowing of flowers, and the 
periodical return of birds of paflage, has been attended to 
from the earlieft ages; before the return of the feafons was 
exaCtly afcertained by Aftronomy, thefe obfervations were of 
great confequence in pointing out {tated times for the purpo- 
fes of agriculture, and {till in many a cottage the birds of 
paffage and their correfponding flowers affift in regulating

WALL-FLOWER ( Common. ) CustRraNTHUS CuEIRI. 


DEScRIPTION.—The root is divided into a number of 
long f{traggling parts, each furnifhed with numerous fibres. 
"The ftalk is round, firm, upright, hard, and very much 
branched. The leaves are long, narrow, and of a freth 
green; they have no foot-ftalks; they adhere by the bafe, 
and they are undivided at the edges. ‘The flowers grow in 
a kind of {pikes at the top of the ftalks and branches 5 and 
tkey are large, yellow and fweet fcented. ‘I'he pods are 
long, flender and whitifh : the feeds are flatted and {mall. 
Piace.—It is common on old walls, and in fome places 
on rocks; and has thence, for its beauty and fragrance, been 
introduced into gardens, where the flower, and indeed the 
whole plant, grow much larger than in the wild itate. 
Time.—It flowers in July. ) 


WALL-FLOWER (Sea). CHEIRANTHUS 
f TRICUSPIDATUS. 


DESCRIPTION.—This isa leffer plant than the foregoing. 
The root is long, flender, and furnifhed with a few fibres. 
The ftalks are numerous, weak, and branched ; they ftand 
but irregularly, and they are of a pale colour, and a little - 
hairy. ‘The leaves are long, narrow, and deeply indented at 
the edges: they grow without foot-ftalks, are fomewhat 
hairy, and their colour is a pale whitith green. The flowers 
{tand at the tops of the ftalks and branches ; and they are 
large and white. The feed-veflels are long, fomewhat thicker 
- than in the common kind, and hairy ; but what is very fin- - 

gular in them is, that each terminates in three points inftead 
of two of the common kind. ‘The feeds are fmall, oval, 
and flatted. 


WALL-FLOWERS (//ild). Leuco1uM SYLVESTRIS. 


DESCRIPTION. The common fingle Wall-flowers, 
which grow wild abroad, have fundry {mal!, long, narrow, 
dark green leaves, fet without order upon {mall, round, whi- 
tith woody ftalks, which bear at the tops divers fingle yellow

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flowers one ‘above another, every one bearing four leaves 
apiece, and of a very fweet fcent ; after which come tong 
peds, containing a reddifh feed. The roots are white, hard, 
and thready. LPS hate } 
_Priace.—It grows upon church-walls, and old walls of 
many houfes, and other ftone-walls in divers places: the 
other fort in gardens only. na : ; 
Time.—All the fingle kinds do flower many times in the 
end of autumn, and if the winter be mild, all the winter 
long, but efpecially in the months of February, March, and 
April, and until the heat of the fpring do fpend them. But 
the double kinds continue not flowering in that manner all the 
year long, although they flower very early fometimes, and in 
fome’ places very late. | ‘ 
GovERNMENT AND VIRTUES.—T he Moon rules them. 
Gaien, in his feventh book of {imple medicines, fays, that 
the yellow Wall-flowers work more powerfully than any of 
the other kinds, and are therefore of more ufe in phyfic. It 
cleanfes the blood, and frees the liver and reins from obf{truc- 
tions, provokes women’s conrfes, expels the fecundine, ard 
the dead-child ; helps the hardnefs and pains of the mother, 
and of the fpleen alfo; ftays inflammations and f{welliags, 
comforts and ftrengthens any weak part, or out of joint; 
helps to cleanfe the eyes from miftinefs and films on them, 
and to cleanfe the filthy ulcers in. the mouth, or any other 
part, and is a fingular remedy for the gout, and all achs and 
pains in the joints and finews,. A conferve made of the 
flowers, is ufed for a remedy both for the apoplexy and palfy. 


WALLWORT. | Sve\the Article ELDER. 


WALNUTS, Nox. 


DescripTion.—The Walnut-tree rifes to a great height, 
and {preads irregularly into branches, The leaves are pinna- 
ted ; the pinne va{t, oblong, and of a fine green. The 
catkins are brownifh, with a tinge of green, and the fruit is 
covered with a green rind. 

Piace.—It grows wild in many places in Scotland ; and 
is planted every where for the fruit. 

Time.—tIt bloffoms early before the leaves come forth, 
and the fruit is ripe in September. 

GoVERNMENT AND VirtTuES.—This is alfo a plant 
of the Sun. Let the fruit of it be gathered accordingly, 


which 
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which you fhall find to be of moft virtues whilft they are 
green, before they have fhells. The bark of the tree does 
bind and dry very much, and the leaves are much of the fame 
temperature ; but the leaves, when they are older, are heating 
and drying in the fecond degree, and harder of digeftion than 
when they are frefh, which, by reafon of their fweetnefs, are 
more pleafing, and better digefting in the ftomach ; and taken 
with {weet wine, they move the belly downwards, but being 
old, they grieve the ftomach ; and in hot bodies caufe the 
choler to abound, and the head-ach, and are an enemy to 
thofe that have the cough ; but are lefs hurtful to thofe that 
have a colder ftomach, and are faid to kill the broad worms in 
the belly or ftomach. If they be taken with onions, fal, 
and honey, they help the biting of a mad dog, or the venom, 
or infectious poifon of any beaft, &c. Caius Pompeius 
found in the treafury of Mithridates, king of Pontus, when 
he was overthrown, a {croll of his own hand-writing, con- 
taining a medicine againft any poifon or infection ; which is 
this: Take two dry: Walnuts, and as many good figs, and 
twenty leaves of rue, bruifed and beaten together with two. 
or three corns of falt, and twenty juniper berries, which, 
taken every morning fafting, preferves from danger of poifon 
and infection that day it is taken. ‘The juice of the other 
- green hukks boiled with honey, is an excellent gargle for fore 
mouths, or the heat. and inflammations in the throat and’ 
fiomach. The kernels, when they grow old, are more oily, 
and therefore not fit to be eaten, but are then ufed to heal the 
wounds of the finews, gangrenes, and carbuncles. The faid 
kernels being burned, are then very aftringent, and will ftay 
Jafks and women’s courfes, being taken in red wine, and ftay 
the falling of the hair, and make it fair, being anointed with, 
oil and wine, The green hufks will do the like, being ufed 
in the fame manner. The kernels beaten with rue and wine, 
being applied, helps the quinfy : and bruifed with fome honey, 
and applied to the ears, eafes the pains and inflammations of 
them. A piece of the green hufks put into a hollow tooth, 
eafes the pain. The catkins hereof, taken before they fall off, 
dried, and given a dram thereof in powder with white wine 
wonderfully helps thofe that are troubled with the rifing of 
the mother. The oil thatis preffed out of the kernels, is very 
profitable taken inwardly like oil of almonds, to help the 
eolic, and to expel wind very effectually ; an ounce or two 
thereof may be taken at any time. The young green nuts 
taken before they be half ripe, and preferved with fugar, “ 
: of 
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of good ufe for thofe that have weak ftomachs, or defluxions 
thereon.. The diftilled water of the green hufks, before they 
be ‘half ripe, is of excellent ufe to cool the: heat of agues, 
being drank an ounce or two ata time ; as’ alfo.to refilt the 
infeétion of the plague; if fome of the fame be alfo applied 
tothe fores theréof.. The fame alfo'cools the heat of green 
wounds and old ulcers, and heals them, being bathed there- 
with. The diftilled water of the green hufks being fipe, 
when they are fhelled from the nuts, anddrank, with a little - 
vinegar, is good for the plague, fo as before the taking there- 
of a-vein be opened. The faid water is very good again{t 
the quinfy, being gargled and bathed therewith, and wonder. 
fully helps deafnefs, the noife, and other pains in the ears. 
The diftilled water of the young green leaves in the endof May, 
performs a fingular cure on foul-running ulcers and fores, to 
be bathed with wet cloths or fponges applied to them every 
morning. 

Frefh Walnuts are fomewhat lenitive ; fo are the green ones 
preferved with fugar. : But when dry, they foon contract an 
hot rank quality, and not only by ftuffing and obftructing the 
air-veffels caufe difficulty of breathing, but they irritate the 
nervous fibres by their acrimony, and occafion tickling coughs,, 
wherefore they fhould be eaten with caution, The inner 
bark of this tree, has a moft violent emetic quality, and is not 
fafe t» be taken ; but, for want of other vomits, the powder 
of the juli, which are milder, may be ufed. Mr, Ray 
relates, upon the credit of Dr. John Aubrey, that the fpongy 
fubftance which is within the fhell, and feparates the lobes of 
the kernel, had faved the army in Ireland in a bloody-flux, 
when all the endeavours of the phyficians had proved fruit- 
lefs, At Hanrburgh and in other parts of the Lower Saxony, 
where the inhabitants kill, every Michaelmas, beef for the 
whole year’s provilion, they ufe the green Walnnut-tree and 
vine-leaves to fweeten their powdering cafks, The chairs 
makers (teep the green foft outward fhell of the nut im urine, 
and with it colour their chair frames to make them look like’ 
Walnut-tree. Every body knows tohow many good purpofes 
the wood and root of this tree is employed, not to need to be’ 
mentioned here. 


WATER-WORT (Chickweed). Evatine 


ALSINASTRUM. 
Descriprion.—This has often been confounded with 
Flaeitin, for which fome writers have abfurbly miftaken it. 
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It has a fmall white fibrous root. The firft leaves are modes 
rately {mall, narrow, and pointed; they increafe in fize 
as they rife to the middle, and then gradually diminifh to the 
top ; they have no foot-ftalks, and are of a grafly green co- 
lour; the ftem is fo weak, it fcarce holds itfelf upright, but 
trains fome part of its length on the ground, ‘The flowers 
grow in the bofom of the leaves; they are fmall, and fup-, 
ported on flender and fhort foot-ftalks; they are of a mixt 
yellowifh and dark purple. The feed is very minute and 
brown. | i 

‘Priace.—It grows upon the borders of corn-fields, and 
moft generally by running fhallow waters. 

Time.—lIt is in flower in July. | 

GovERNMENT AND Virrues.—lIt is a moift cooling 
plant, under the Moon. The juice of it is recommended to 
cleanfe and heal old ulcers ; and it has at former times been 
in efteem as an inward medicine for internal bruifes. ‘The, 
flowers and leaves beaten into a conferve, is. the belt way 
of taking it for any inward purpofe; it has the credit of 
being ee: and diuretic; but little notice is taken of it 


at prefent, Outwardly it is cooling, but neither way demands 
much notice. wo 


WELD, or WOLD. Lureota. 


_ Called alfo Dyurs’ Weep and WILLOW-LEAVED 
| YeLtow Hers. 


Descriprion.—Weld grows to bea yard or more high, 
having hollow channelled ftalks, covered with Jong narrow 
green leaves, fet on without foot-ftalks; of a dark blueifh 
green colour, fomewhat like unto woad, but nothing fo large, 
a little crumpled, and as it were round-pointed, which do. 
fo abide the firft year; and the next fpring, from among 
them, rife up divers round ftalks, two or three feet high, be- 
fet with many fuch-like leaves thereon, but {maller, and 
fhooting forth fmall branches, which, with the ftalks, carry 
‘many {mall yellow flowers, in a long fpiked head at the top 
of them, where afterwards come the feed, which is fimall and 
black, inclofed in heads that are divided at the tops into four 
parts, The rootislong, white, and thick, abiding the win- 
ter. The whole herb changes to be yellow, after it has been 
in flower a while. - ay 
PLace—It grows every where by the way-fides, in moift 
; grounds, 
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grounds, as well as dry, in corners of fields and bye-lanes, 
and fometimes all over the field, In Suffex and Kent they 
call it Green Weed. 

-Timet.—It flowers about June, 

OVERNMENT AND VirtTuESs.—Matthiolus fays, that 
the root hereof cures tough phlegm, digefts raw phlegm, thins 
grofs humours, diffolves hard tumours, and opens obftruc- 
tions. Some do highly commend it againft the biting of 
venomous creatures, to be taken inwardly and applied out- 
wardly to the hurt place ; as alfo for the plague or peftilence. 
‘The people, in fome counties of England, do ufe to bruife 
the herb, and lay it to cuts or wounds in the hands or legs, to 
healthem.

WHEAT. Triticum. 


DescriPTion.—The root is fibrous. The ftalk is hol- 
low, jointed, and five feet high ; the leaves are grafly, and of 
afine green. ‘The ear is long, large, and naked. Of Wheat 
there are fix other kinds cultivated, but as they are well 
known, their particular defcription may well be omitted here. 

Piace.— Wheat is fown in fields every where, © 

Time.—lIt is reaped in July and Augutft. 

GOVERNMENT AND VIRTUES.-———It is under Venus. 
Diofcorides fays, that to eat the corn of green Wheat is hurt- 
ful to the {tomach, and breeds worms. Pliny fays, that the 
corn of Wheat roafted upon an iren pan, and eaten, are a 
prefent remedy for thofe.that are chilled with cold. The oil 
preffed from Wheat, between two thick plates of iron, or 
copper heated, heals all. tetters and ringworms, being ufed 
warm; and hereby Galen fays, he has known many to-be 
cured. Matthiolus commends the fame to be put into hollow 
ulcers to heal them up, and it is good for chops in the hands 
and feet, and to make rugged fkin fmooth. ‘The green corns 
of Wheat being chewed, and applied to the place bitten by a 
mad-dog, heals it; flices of Wheat-bread foaked in -red 
rofe water, and applied to the eyes that are hot, red and in- 
flamed, or blood-fhotten, helps them. Hot bread applied for 
an hour, at times, for three days together, perfectly heals 
the kernels in the throat, commonly called the king’s-evil, 
The flour of Wheat mixed with the juice of henbane, ftay 
the flux of humours to the joints, being laid thereon. The 
faid meal boiled in vinegar, helps the f{hrinking of the finews, 
fays Pliny: and, mixed with vinegar, and boiled together, 
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heals all freckles, fpots and pimples on the faée. Wheat2 


flower, mixed with the yolk of an egg, honey and turpentine, 


does draw, cleanfe and heal any boil, plague fore, or foul 


ulcer. The bran of .Wheat-meal {teeped im fharp vinegar, 
atid then bound in‘a linen cloth, and rubbed on thofe places 


that have the fcurf, morphew, fcabs or leprofy, will take” 


them away, the body being firft well purged and prepared. 


‘The decoétion of the bran of Wheat or barley, is of good 


ufe to bathe thofe places that are burften by a rupture ; and 


the faid bran boiled in good vinegar, and applied to {wollen 
“breafts, helps them, and ftays all inflammations. It helps 


alfo the biting of vipers, (which I take to be no other than 


our Englifh adder) and all other venomous creatures. “The - 


leaves of Wheat-meal, applied with fome falt, take away 
hardnefs of the fkin, warts, and hard knots in the flefh. 
Starch moiftened with rofe-water, and laid to the tefticles, 
takes away their itching. Watfters put in water, and drark, 
{tays the lafks and bloody-flux, and are profitably ufed both 
‘jawardly and outwardly for the ruptures iv children. Boiled 
in water unto a thick jelly, and takeny it ftays fpitting of 
blood ; and boiled with mint and butter, it helps the hoarfe- 
nefs of the throat. Wheat is moft generally ufed, and the 
beft grain we have in England ; the bread made of it being 
more pleafant and nourifhing than of any other grain. It is 
more ufed for food than medicine ; though a poultice made 


of it, boiled in milk, eafes pains, and ripens tumours and 


impofthumations: and a piece of toafted bread dipped in 
wine, and applied to the {tomach, is good to flay vomiting. 


Bran is fometimes made ufe of in cataplafms, and apphed 


hot in bags for pains in the fides. “There was formerly kept 
in the fhops an emplafirum de crufia panis, but it has been out 
of ufe a great while. ~ ' 4 


WHITLOW GRASS. SAXIFRAGA TRIDACTYLITES. 


DescripTion.—It has an annual fibrous root ; the ftem 
is round, branchy, hairy, of a red colour, and four or five 
inches high ; the leaves are pretty numerous ; they are frall, 
broadeft at the extremity, and divided into three lobes, or 
fegments ; their colour is likewife reddifh. The flowers ter- 
minate the {tem and branches in confiderable numbers; they 
are white, and the contrait between them and the colour 
of the leaves and {tem, renders them very confpicuous, though 
they are but fmall. ‘The feeds are numerous and very minute. 
PLACE.—

Time.—It flowers in April. . 

Government anp Virtues.—Whitlow-Grafs is walleg 
Jupiter. See the Article Nartwort. A ftrong infufion of 
the whole plant, frefh gathered, is an excellent fweetener of 
the blood and juices, and good againit feorbutic complaints 
in general ; and there are not wanting well-atte(ted accounts 
of its having cured the king’s-evil, when the ufe of it has been 
perfevered in, “Thofé who with to have it for ufe all the 
year, fhould make.a fyrup of its juice in the {pring, or heat 
the leaves into a conferve with fugar, for the dried plant lofes 
all its virtues, and it is only to be had freth fora thort {pace 
‘ of time in the fpring. This plant is accounted a fpecific 
again{t the king’s-evil, being very much commended by Mr. 
Boyle: for that diftmper ; aud Sir John Colebatch, in his 
Effay upon acids and alkalies, makes mention of a poor girl 
at Worceller, afflicted with {crophulous ulcers, er dedeiveld 
great benefit from it. 


WHORTLE. ViTIS Toe’ 


DescripTion,—-The red Whortle is a fmall fhrub, with 
flender purplifh branches. The leaves are roundith, and of a 
dark green, obtufe at the ends, and not at all ferrated at the 
edges. The flowers are greenifh, with a tinge of red ; the 
berries are round, red, and well tafted, 

Prace.—This foecies of the bilberry-buth is common in 
our northern counties on boggy ground. 

TimMe.<=[t flowers in May. . 

Virrues.—The bark of the root is fomewin warm an 
dry, opens obftructions of the liver and fpleen, and helps the 
jaundice. The unripe fruit is drying and binding, ufeful in 
all kinds of fluxes, and very good for inflammations in the 
mouth and throat. - Phe ripe truit is cooling, and fomewhat 
loofening, good to.allay the heat of burning fevers ; it 1s 
grateful to the ftomach, and creates an appetite.

Descriprion.—This is a fhrubby plant. It has large, 
hollow, channelled ftalks, divided into many branches full of 
leaves, three growing together on long foot-ftalks, which are

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edges, ‘The flowers grow in fhort round fpikes, -fet on very 
Jong ftalks, of a pale blue colour, being fmall and papiliona- 
ceous, fet each in a particular calyx, and fucceeded by fhort 
pods, containing two or three fmall yellow feeds, The root 
is woody and fibrous, perifhing after feed-time. 

Piace.—It grows in damp woods and marfhy places, and 
has been obferved near the banks of the Severn.

WILLOW-HERB (Creeping). Ep1rosrum ALPINUM: 


DescRiPTION.—The root of this is’ {mall and fibrous ; 
the {talks are round, weak, and flender : they trail upon the 
ground and take root as they lie, only part of them approach- 
ing to an erect pofture.. The leaves ftand regularly in pairs : 
they are fhort, broad, and of an oval figure, pointed at 
the ends, fmooth, round, of a deep green colour ; and thofe 
towards the tops of the ftalks are f{maller and narrower. The 
flowers are fmall, and of a pale red. It obtains its name 
becaufe it is frequently found in the mountains of Switzer- 
land. 

PiaceE.—With us it grows in woods and meadows,

our meadows and damp woods. The ftem is thick, firm, 
upright, and full five feet high, The leaves are broad, regu- 
gularly notched, terminating ina point, of a beautiful green, 
and lightly hairy ; they have no foot-ftalks, and the flowers 
are large, of a palered, and grow in adeepcup. ‘The tops 
of this plant have a light fragrancy. The fcent has been 
fuppofed to refemble that of apples in milk, and the plant 
has thence obtained by the country-people the appellation of 
cedlings and cream, 

Piace.—-It isxalfo found by waters, and in fhady copfes, 

Time.—It flowers in June.

WILLOW-HERB (Hairy). Fprropium Hirsutrum. 


Description.—This is a much fimaller plant, but it 
has all the fignature of the fpecies.. The leaves are fincl 
notched at the edges, and of a deep green. The flalks are 
round, firm, upright, and two feet and a half high. The 
flowers are placed at the tops of the branches, and are large 
-and of a beautiful bright red. 

Prace.—It is an inhabitant of our damp meadows. 

Time.—It flowers in July. 


WILLOW-HERB (Marfh). Epitosium Patusrre. 


Descrrprion.—The root is compofed of a fmall head, 
from which run numerous large fibres. The firft leaves are 
oblong, of a dead green, and pointed at the ends. The ftalk 
is round, erect, robutt, confidetably branched, and two feet 
or more in height. “Lhe leaves upon this are large and mo- 
' derately broad, of a dead green, hairy, not at all indented,. 
and they are fixed to the {talk by their bafe. The flowers 
ftand at the tops of the {talks in great numbers, and are fimall, 
and of a pale but lively réd. 

Prace.—It is very common in many parts of England, 
Near Caen Wood there is a hedge decorated with it for forty

Virtuss.—This Yellow Willow-Herb is the moft power — 
ful of the whole fpecies. It opens ob{tructions of the liver 
and fpleen, provokes urine, and is accounted very good for 
the dropfy, being infufed in the common drink. ‘The afhes 
likewile mntiedin ale or wine, are ufed again{t the fame diftem~- 
per, Caufing great difcharges of water by urine. The flowers, 
before they are grown to any bignefs, are pickled: with falt 
and vinegar, and are eaten for finace: like capers, and are 
efteemed by many as wholefome for the flomach, and good 
againft difeafes of the fpleen and liver. | 

Befides the above-mentioned, Botanifls defcribe fome other 
variations, the accidental growtli of different foils, but whofe 
virtues are the fame, and either may be ufed for the: ‘purpofes 
prefcribed ; of thefe the principal are the Woop. 


WILLOW-TREE. Sarix ALBA VULGARIS... 


DescripTion.—T here are various kinds of the Willow- 
tree, but the moft common is the White Willow, which 
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T thall here defcribe. It grows to be alarge tree. . The bark 
is rough, and of a pale brown colour on the trunk, and on 
the branches of a whitifh grey. The leaves are long, nar= 
row, fharp-pointed, and of a light green. . ‘The catkins are 
brownifh. Botanifts. enumerate twenty-one kinds more, 
amongi{t which is the Creeping Salow, which f{carce rifes to 
be a foot high, | : 
- Piace.—It is common by waters all over the land. 
Time.—The flowers appear early in fpring. 
GOVERNMENT AND Virtugs.—Lhe Moon owns it, 
Both the leaves, bark, and the feed, are ufed to ftanch bleed- 
ing of wounds, and at mouth and nofe, fpitting ‘of blood, 
and other fluxes of blood in man or woman, to {tay vomiting, 
and provocation thereunto, if the deco€tion of them in wine 
be drank. It helps alfo to {tay thin, hot, fharp, falt diftilla- 
tions from the head upon the lungs, caufing a confumption. 
The leaves bruifed with fome pepper, and drank in wine, 
helps much the wind-colic. The leaves bruifed and boiled in 
wine, and drank, f{tays the heat of luft in man or woman, 
and quite extinguifhes it, if it belong ufed: the feed, is alfo 
of the fame effe€&t. Water that is gathered from the Willow, 
when it flowers, the bark being flit, and a veffel fitting to re- 
ceive it, is very good for rednefs and dimnefs of fight, or 
films that grow over the eyes, {taying the rheums that fall into 
them ; it provokes urine, being {topped, if it be drank ; and 
clears the face and {kin from {pots and difcolourings. Galen’ 
fays, the flowers have an admirable faculty in drying up 
-humours, being a medicine without any fharpnefs or cor- 
rofion ; you may boil them in white wine, and drink as much 
as you will, fo you drink not yourfelf drunk. The bark 
works the fame effect, if ufed in the fame manner, and the 
tree has always a bark upon it, though not always flowers: the 
‘burnt afhes of the bark being mixed with vinegar, takes 
away warts, corns, and fuperfluous flefh, being applied to the 
place. ‘The decoction of the leaves or bark in wine, takes 
away fcurf and dandrit by wafhing the place with it. It is 
a fine cool tree, the boughs of which are very convenient to 
be plaeed in the chamber of one fick of a fever, 
In the fifty-third volume of the Philofophical Tranfa@ions, 
page 195, we have an account given by the Rev, Mr. Stone, 
of the great efficacy of the bark of this tree, in the cure of 
‘intermitting fevers. He gathered the bark in fummer, when 
it was full of fap, and having dried it by a gentle heat, gave 
adrachm of it in powder every four hours betwixt the fits, 
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~ While the Peruvian bark remained at its ufual moderate 
price, it was hardly worth while to feek for a fubftitute, but 
fince the confumption of that article is become nearly equal 
to the fupply of it, from South America, we muft expeét to 
find it dearer, and more adulterated every year, and confe- 
quently the white Willow bark is likely to become an obje&: 
worthy the attention of the faculty ; and fhould its fuccefs, 
upon a more enlarged fcale of practice, prove equal to Mr. 
Stone’s experiments, the world will be much indebted to that 
gentleman for his communication. |

WINTER GREEN. Pyrota. 


DescripTion.—The leaves of Winter-green do fome- 
what refemble thofe of the pear-tree, but-are hardly fo large;

The ftalks grow to be a foot high, 
bearing on their tops feveral {mall five leaved white flowers,

Piace.—It grows in woods, in divers parts of England, —

GOVERNMENT AND VirtTuES.—This is another Lunar _ 
plant. The leaves, which are the only part ufed, and that 
not often, are cooling’and drying, and a good vulnerary both 
for inward and outward wounds and hemorrhages, ulcers 
in the kidnies or bladder ; as alfo againft making bloody wa. 
ter, and the excefs of the catamenia. They ufe it in Ger- 
many in all their wound-drinks, and in many of their oint- 
ments and plaifters. With us the better knowledge of chi- 
rurgery has put thefe vulnerary plants much out of ufe.

DescriPpTion.—It has divers large leaves, long, and 
fomewhat broad withal, like thofe of the greater plantain, 
but larger, thicker, of a greenifh colour, fomewhat blue

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withal, From among which leaves rifes up a lufty falk, © 
three or four fect high, with divers leaves fet thereon ; the 
higher the ftalk rifes, the {maller are the leaves ; at the top it 
fpreads divers branches, at the end of which appear very 
pretty, little yellow flowers, and after they pafs away like 
other flowers of the field, come hufks, long, and fomewhat 
flat withal : in form they refemble a tongue; in colour they 
are black, and they hang bobbing downwards.

GovVERNMENT AND Virtues.—lIt is a cold and dry 
plant of Saturn. Some people affirm the plant to be deftruc- 
tive to bees, aud fluxes them ; but I fhould rather think, .un- 
lefs bees be contrary to other creatures, it poffeffes them with 
the contrary difeafe, the herb being exceeding dry and bind- . 
ing. However, if any bees be difeafed thereby, the cure is, ' 
to fet urine by them, but fet it in a veffel, that they cannot 
drown themfelves, which may be remedied, if you put pieces _ 
of cork init. An ointment made thereof, ftanches bleeding. 
A plaifter made thereof, and applied to the region of the 
fpleen which lies on the left fide, takes away the hardnefs and 
pains thereof. The ointment is excellent good in fuch ul- 
cers as abound with moifture, and takes away the corroding 
and fretting humours: it cools inflammations, quenches St. 
_ Anthony’s fire, and ftays defluxion of the blood to any part 

of the body. The chief ufe of this plant is among the 
dyers, but it is poffeffed of virtues which claim our regard for 
their medical effets. The tops of the plant poffefs thofe in 
the greateft perfection, and a {trong infulion of them is the 
beft method of giving them. This operates by urine, and is 
excellent again{t ob{tructions of the liver and {pleen, but its 
ufe muf{t be continued a confiderable time. ,

The whole plant has a hot talle, and fo have 
the feeds, which are good in rheumatic complaints, and in 
obftrugtions of the vilcera, and in fcorbutic diforders; but 
they are not now fufficiently regarded in the pra@tice af\ phy- 
fic. A poultice of the roots refolves and difperfes hard 
tumours in any partof the body. A pound of the root boiled 
in a fuffictent quantity of water, is an excellent purge for 
horned cattle. In thort, the active virtues of this plant are 
fuch as entitle it to.a much greater fhare of attention than is 
commonly bellowed upon it. Small dofes of the juice given 
with white wine, promote the menfes, and haften delivery ; 
and in larger dofes it is an excellent medicine in the jaundice, 
dropfy, and other complaints of alike nature. Made intoa 
-fyrup with honey, and a {mall quantity of vinegar, it is 
beneficial in afthmatic complaints. It likewife kills worms 
in the ftomach and intellines; and ts good in hylteric cales, 
but for this purpofe it muft be given in very {mall quantities, 
and. the ufe of it continued for fome time, 


WORMWOOCD, Arremisia ABSYNTHIUM. 


Descrierion.—This very ufeful plant grows to about a 
yard high 5 the {talk is of a pale green, tough, upright, aad. 
divided wildly into many branches: the leaves are of a pale 
green on both fides, divided into a multitude of parts, and 
they feel foft to the touch, but make the fingers bitter.

“The two firlt grow wild 
yn ovr country; the third is frequent in the phyfic gardens, 
and may always be had, but, as not a native, 1s not particu- 
larly confidered here. The common Wormwood. here de- 
fcribed, is very excellent in weaknefs of the ftomach ; and, 
far beyond the common knowledge, is powerful again{t the 
gout and gravel. The leaves ave regu ufed, but the 
flowery tops are the right part.

Soc —The root of this ident is thick 
and woody, divided into feveral branches, enduring many 
years, and holding its lower leaves all the winter, which are 
large and winged, and aiyined into a great number of {malh 
parts, very much cut in; greenifh above, and white or hoary 
underneath, In the fummer it fhoots out feveral woody, 
firiated, hoary ftalks, two or three feet high, full of white 
pith, having feveral leffer Jeaves growing on them ; thofe to-

flowers rife among thefe in a kind of loofe fpikes at the tops 
of the flalks and look naked ; they are of a brownifh yellow, 
and grow many together, hanging down their heads, and in- 
cluding very fmall feed.

GOVERNMENT AND VIRTUES,—It is a martial herds as 
before obferved, This is generally believed to be the Abfi i= 
thium Ponticum of the ancients, the beft Wormwood bein 
fuppofed to grow in Pontus, a country of the Leffer Afia. 
The tops of the plant are to be ufed freth gathered; a very 
flight infufion of them is excellent for: all diforders of the 
ftomach, and will prevent ficknefs after meals,.and create an 
appetite: but if it is made too ftrong, it will revolt and dif- 
guit the talte. ‘The tops = the flowers on them, ate

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and powdered, are good againft agues, and have the fame 
virtues with wormfeed in killing worms: in faét, they are 
much better than the wormfeed that is commonly fold in the 
fhops, which is generally too much decayed. The juice of 
the large leaves of Wormwood, which grow from the root, 
before the ftalk appears, is the beft again{t the dropfy and 
jaundice, for it opens obftruétions, and works powerfully by 
urine. It is good in all agues, for which it is given in de- 
coction ‘or infufion, in water, ale, wine, or in the juice only ; 
but its infufion, in wine or ale (if the difeafe will allow of 
malt liquors) is an eafy, and as good a preparation as any. 
Its fimple diftilled water is good for little. “There is little. 
more in its falt obtained by incineration, than in any other 
lixivial falt. Its deco€tion, wine, extract, and both oils, 
are good, and its compound water not bad. Its juice is 
more watery and detergent, the herb more aftringent, only 
“the dried herb fhould be infufed in wine or ale. The infu~ 
fion, drank evening and morning for fome time, helps hy{- 
terics, obftructions of the fpleen, and weaknefs of the fto- 
mach. Its oil, taken on fugar, and fomewhat drank after, 
kills worms, refifts poifon, and is good for the liver and jaun- 
dice. “The ufe of the herb checks immoderate venery. The 
_ root has a flow bitternefs, which affects not the head and eyes, 
like the leaves; henee the root fhould be accounted amon 
the beft {tomachics, Oul of the feed, given from half a feru- 
ple to half a drachm, in fome liquor, or a fpoonful of the 
juice in fome wine, taken before the fit comes on, and the 
perfon is put to bed, cures quotidians and quartans. In 
a loofenefs from eating too much fruit (after the ufe of rhn- 
barb) Wormwood wine is excellent. A woman raifed, 
{pread, and maintained her reputation for the cure of a me- 
grim, by only ufing a fomentation to the part, of green 
roots of wild cucumber fliced, and Wormwood, of each 
_ alike, boiled in two parts water, and one oil ; ftrain and ufe, 
and lay a poultice of the {trained-out herbs to the part, after’ 
it is fomented. A fomentation of Wormwood boiled in 
water, and trained, has been fuccefsfully applied to a fpread- 
ing gangrene. Green Wormwood, worn in the fhoes, has. 
been found ufeful in cold diftempers of the {tomach. Its: 
afhes, infufed three hours in white wine, {trained, and drank 
often, cures an anafarca, Whenever you have any great ex- 
pectation from the ufe of Wormwood, always order the 
common fort, for the Roman comes far fhort of it in virtue. 
That hot rheum which runs down from the eyes, and exco-~/ 
Vol. I. 6L riates 
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riates the fkin of the cheeks, is cured by juice of Worm- 
wood beaten up with the white of an egg, and applied. 
A too habitual and free internal ufe of this herb dims the 
fight for fome hours. -Poultices of Wormwood boiled in - 
greafe, barm, or wine, may be applied with good fuccefs to 
white {wellings. Being boiled in lard, and laid to fwellings 
of the tonfils and quinfey, is ferviceable. A poultice of the 
foft leaves, beaten up with whites of eggs, is good in a 
{train ; or if it is boiled in ale, and laid on; or a poultice of 

- wheat-bran boiled in vinegar ; or a tin€ture of dried rofes in 
vinegar, ufed with wet clothes to the part. Its internal ufe 
is good in fuch difeafes as come from a grofs blood, or ob=_ 
{truGions in the capillaries, or in vifcidities, or phlegm, 
which line the infides of the {tomach, bowels, .or velflels, or 
in too great a fharpnefs of the blood, by its opening obftruc- 
tions; cleanfing, bracing, and promoting perfpiration and 
urine. It is admirable againft furfeits. It not only cures 
pain of the {tomach, weaknefs, indigeftion, want of appe- 
tite, vomiting, and loathing, but hard {wellings of the belly. 
This, with rofemary, faffron, and turmeric root infufed in 
rhenifh wine, is a.cure for the jaundice, and brings down 
the menfes ; or a decoction of it, broom-tops, greater celan- 
dine, white horehound, lefler centaury, flowers of hypericon, 
barberry-bark, turmeric, and madder-roots, {trained, and-hog- 
lice wine added, it not ill in a jaundice. Wormwood and 
vinegar are an antidote to the mifchicf of mufhrooms and 
henbane, and to the biting of a fhrew, and of the fea-fifh 
called Draco marinus, or quaviver ; mixed with honey, it 
takes away the blacknels after falls, bruifes, &c. All other 
Wormwoods, the nearer they approach in tafte to pleafant 
or palatable, they are fo much the worfe, for they are weaker, 
their ufe requires fo much longer time, larger dofes, and yet 
lefs fuccefs follows.’

. Descriprion.—This Wormwood ,is much leffer than 
the former, only about two feet anda half high, the leaves

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are great deal fmaller and finer, the divifions narrower and 
flenderer, hoary, and white both above and underneath. The 
leaves that grow on the upper part of the branches, are long, 
narrow, and undivided, refembling more the leavesof the com- 
mon fouthernwood in figure, than either of the other Worm- 
woods. ‘The flowers are numerous, growing un the tops of the 
branches as the former, of a darker colour, but vaftly fmal-_ 
ler. “The root is creeping and fpreading, and compofed of 
fibres ; it is in all refpects a more neat and .clegant plant. 
This has neither fo {trong-a fmell, nor fo bitter a tafte as 
the common Wormwoed, and fearce any of its aromatic 
flavour. 

Prace.—This fpecies is a native of the warmer parts of 
Europe, and grows with ns only in gardens. 

-Time.—Like all the Wormwoods, it flowers in July. 

GOVERNMENT AND Virtuges.—lIt is alfo a martial 
plant. ‘The frefh tops are ufed, and the whole plant dried. 
It is excellent to {trenythen the ftomach 5 but that is not all 
its virtues, the juice of the frefh tops is good againft ob- 
ftruétions of the liver and {pleen, and has been known fingly 
to cure the jaundice, For this purpofe the conferve of. the 
leaves is recommended ; and indeed this isthe fort of Worm- 
wood that conferve ought to be made of only ; whereas, 
folks generally make it of Sea Wormwood, becaufe more 
pleafant and palateable. The flowery tops are the right 
part. ‘Thefe made into a light infufion, {irengthen digef- 
tion, correct acidities, and fupply the place of gall, where, 
as in many coni(titutions, that is deficient. One ounce of 
the flowers and buds thould be put into a veflel, and a pint 
and a half of boiling water poured on them, and thus to 
ftend all night. In the morning, the clear liquor, with two 
fpoontuls of wine, fhould be taken at three ‘draughts, an 
hour and a half diftance from one another. This regularly 
obferved for a week, will cure all the complaints. arifing 
from indigeftion and wind ; and a fourth part of the dofe 
repeated afterwards, will*make the cure tore lafting. An 
ounce of thefe flowers put into a pint of brandy, and fteeped 
there for the {pace of fix weeks, will produce a tincture, of 
which a table-fpoonful taken in a gla‘s of water twice a day, 
will, in a great meafure, prevent the increafe of the gravel, 
and give great relief in the gout. Medicines prepared in the 
fhops from Wormwood are—A fimple water. A greater 
and a leller compound water. A fimple and a compound

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fyrup. An oil by infufion and decoction, An oil by diftil- . 
lation. Anextraét. And a fixt falt. 

~The Roman Wormwood differs not tiuch from the Sea 
Wormwood (fee the following.) ‘The leaves are finer cut, 
and lefs woolly. This is the moft delicate kind, but of 
leaft ftrength. The Wormwood wine, fo famous with the 
Germans, is made with this Roman Wormwood,: put into 
the juice, and worked with it: it is a ftrong and an ex- 
cellent wine, not unpleafant, yet of fuch efficacy to give an 
appetite, that the Germans drink of it fo often, that.they 
are capable to eat for hours together, without ficknefs or

ABSYNTHIUM SERIPPIUM. 


. Descriprion.—The ftalk is white, woolly, hard, from 
half to a yard high, and has a few fhort and irregular 
branches.

GovERNMENT AND VirtTuES.—This is an herb of 
Mars. It is a very noble bitter, and fucceeds in procur- 
ing an appetite, better than the common Wormwood, which 
is beft to affift digeftion. The flowery tops, and the young, 
leaves and fhoots, poflefs the virtues; the older leaves, and. 
the -ftalk, fhould be thrown away as ufelefs. Boiling water 
poured upon it produces an excellent ftomachic infufion 5 
but the beft way is, taking it in a tincture made with brandy. 
For lighter complaints, the conferve, fuch as direéted to be 
made of field fouthernwood, agreeably anfwers the purpofe. 
The apothecaries ufually put three times as much fugar as of 
the ingredients in their conferves ; but the virtne is loft in the 
fweetnefs: thofe will not keep fo well that have lefs fugar, 
but it is eafy to make them frefh as they are wanted. ‘The 
power and efficacy of Wormwoods in general are fcarce to be: 
credited, in the va{t extent of cafes to which they may be ap-. 
plied, Hyfteric complaints have been completely cured by 
. the 
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_the-conftant ufe, of this tin@ture, In the fcurvy, and in the hy- 
-pochondriacal difurders of {tudious fedentary men, few things 
have greater effect ; for thefe it is beft in {trong infufions : 
and great good has rifen frorn, common Wormwoci, given, 
in, jaundices and dropfies. The whole blood, and all the 
juices of the body, are affected by taking Wormwood. 
Women. ufing it whilff fuckling, their milk turns bitter. 
‘The fhops make ufe, of this inftead of the Roman Worm- 
wood, and have done fo for more than a hundred’ years : 
Parkinfon complaining in his time that the phyficians and 


apothecaries made ufe of it inltead of the former, though it 


tell {hort of it in virtue.

‘This tree, though it has no place among phyfical’ plants, 
yet does it not-deferve (at leaft in our climate) fo bad a cha- 
racter as the ancients give it, viz. a moft poifonous vegetable, 
othe berries of which threaten prefent- death to man and beaft 
that eat them; many in this country having eaten them and 
furvived. However that be, it has very powerful poifonous 
qualities, that rife by diftillation, In this form, it is the 
moft a€tive vegetable poifon known in the whole world, for 
in a very fmall dofe it inftantly induces death without any 
previous diforder; and its deleterious power feems to act en- 
tirely upon the nervous fy{tem, and without exciting the leaft 
inflammation in the part to whichjit more immediately enters. 
It totally differs from opium and all other fleepy poifons, for 
it does not bring on the lethargic fymptoms, but more effec- 
tually penetrates and deftroys the vital fun&tions, without 
immediately affe@ting the animal. Thefe obfervations would — 
not have been made, or the article inferted here, but to 
caution againft any rafh application of it, for, though it 
is fometimes given ufefully in obftru@ions of the liver and 
bilious complaints, thofe experiments feem too few to ree 
commend it to be ufed without the greateft caution. The

WHOEVER has attentively perufed the preceding Pages, 
mult have made the obfervation, that the virtues of plants are 
very feldom diffufed throughout the whole of their fub{tance, 
but refide chiefly in certain parts of them only, and confequent- 
ly that thefe parts are to be felected for ufe, and the others ‘re- 

-jected. In moft cafes, where a plant, or any part of it, is 
wanted for ufe, and can be procured frefh, and in a flate of 
perfection, it is belt to ufe it as foon as poflible after gathering; 
but, as this {tate is, in molt vegetables, fo fhort and fugacious, 
thofe who with to have a fupply of them at all times for me- 
dical purpofes, muft have recourfe to fome method of pre- 
ferving them; and-as this is a matter which very few under- 
itand, in all its branches, I fhall, in the remaining pages of 
this Work, endeavour to point out the manner of doing it, fo 
as to retain as much of their efficacy as poflible; and in the 
execution of this tafk, I fhall purfue the plaineft method that 
poffibly can be devifed, 


OF THE LEAVES OF TREES OR HERBS. 


Of leaves, chufe only fuch as are green, and full of juice 5 
pick them carefully, and caft away fuch as are any way de- 
clining, for they will damage the reft; and thus one handful 
will be worth ten you buy at the herb-ftalls, iy 

Take notice what places they moft-delight ta grow in, and 

_ gather them there; for betony that grows in the fhade is fat 
better than that which grows in the fun, becaufe it delights in 
the fhade; fo alfo fuch herbs as ufually grow near the water, 
fhould be gathered near it, though by chance you may find 
fome of them upon dry ground..

deleterious fubjet be applied for a panacea*. ie | 
In gathering herbs for medicinal ufes, the planetary hour is 
certainly of importance, however modern refinement might 
have exploded the idea, In nature, the fimplef{t remedies are 
found to produce the moft falutary effects ; and in earlier umes, 
when the art of medicine was lefs obfcured, and practifed mere — 
from motives of benevolence, the world was lefs affi@ed with — 
difeafe, and the period of human life lefs contracted. “The 
laboratory of nature, were it but confulted, furnifhes ample 
remedies for every curable diforder incident to mankind; for 
notwithftanding the parade of compound medicines, the art of 
healing confifts not fo much in the preparation as in the due 
application of the remedy. Hence it happens that old women, 
without education or abilities, by the help of a fimple herb 
gathered in the planetary hour, in which hour it imbibes its: 
greateft flrengih and efculent virtue, will fometimes perform — 
very eXtraordinary cures, in cafes where the regular-bred Phy- 
fician is abfolutely at a lofs how to treat them. ees

The feeds employed in medicine may, with great propriety, 
be divided into three claffes; in the firft of which grow in naked 
heads, or rtindles, asin parfley, carraways, fennel, and the other 
- yundle bearing plants; in the fecond clafs they are. contained 
in pods, or in capfules, as in muftard, poppy, and a great va- 
_ riety of others; in the third and laft clais, they are contained 
in large juicy fruits, as the mellon, cucumber, quince, &c. In 
" each cafe, they muft remain on the plant till perfectly ripe, afs 
ter which thofe of the two firft claffes are to be fhook upon the 
floor, or rubbed with the hand till they are difengaged from the 
pods, or hufks, which are to be carefully feparated from them, 
after which the feeds are to be expofed to the air for a few days, 
as before mentioned, and then be putup for ufe as occalion may — 
require. ‘In the other clafs, the fruit is to be opened, and the 
feeds taken out from among the wet pulpy matter, and fpread 
very thinly upon a table, or other convenient place, in a warm, 
dry fituation, where they muft be often turned, and rubbed be- | 
twixt the hands as they harden, that at laft they may be perfectly 
dry, and free from all manner of dirtinefs, . 7a tis 
This is all that is particularly neceffary to be obferved in order 
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to preferve the different kinds of roots, barks, woods, leaves, 
flowers, fruits, and feeds, in their fimple f{tate. It only re-. 
mains to obferve in this place, that as all things of this kind are 
fure to lofe a great part of their efficacy by being kept too long, 
it will be prudent to renew the {tock of each every year, parti- 
cularly as few of them coft any thing befide the trouble of ga- 
thering and preferving them.. . 
The place in which they are kept muft be dry, but not hot; 
and they thould be frequently infpefted, to fee that they do not 
~ get mouldy or mufty, through too much damp, or become 
lighter, and lofe their virtue by too great a degree of heat, 
: OF ROOTS, 
ROOTS are in their full vigour, and poTefs their virtueéin 
greateit perfection when they are ready for fhooting up a Italk, 
but have not yet made the effort. Till this time they are foand 
to be imperfect, becaufe they have not attained their full ma- 
turity, and after this they are exhaulted. The ultimate end of 
nature in the growth of plants, is the formation of the feeds ; 
when thefe are perfected, the root is no longer ufeful, and be- 
comes a flick ; and while the ftalk is in its growth, the circula- 
tion of the juices upwards is fo falt, that the root, at that partie 
cular time, is drained of the greatelt partof them. Therefore, 
neither when the plant is in flower, nor when it is near flower- 
ing, fhould its roots be gathered for medicinal purpofes, While

{pring have given them their full bignefs, and, towards the end 
of May, the rudiment is formed, which is to thoot up intoa 
ftalk ; the root js. then full of its moft powerful juice. This is 
the proper feafon for gathering it; and theecommon ruks in 
thefe cafes which dire& autumn and {pring only, are equally 
wrong. . For example; every laft year’s plant of valerian, will. 
flower in July, and therefore will be exhaufted in autumn; and 
the {pring plants are too {mal! and imperfect for feryice. 
After gathering roots in perfection, the next confideration is, 
how to cure them. In the proper underftanding and manage. 
-mentof this, depends much of the fuccefs expected from their 
virtues, | 
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| When roots are firft gathered, fhake the groffer dirt from 
among them, but not by ftriking them againtt any hard fub- 
ftances. It will fhake out with little violence ; and they muft 
neither be bruifed nor wafhed. Let the leaves, runners, and. 
ftem, be cut off clean without wounding the head of the root, 
and lay the whole parcel in a heap in an airy place, where the 
fun does not come. When they have ftood thus two or three 


‘days, ftring them up out of the fun-fhine, and, when they are 


perfectly dry, fhake off the remairing dirt which hangs about. * 
them yet, and ftore them up in boxes, prefling them clofe toge- 
ther, and covering them carefully. HS he ae 
-Thofe who may think it unufual to lay up the roots in heaps 
before they are hung up to dry, may be reminded of the cuftom . 


‘in regard to-fruits, whether intended for cating or for wine. 


Thofe who underftand their management, always give them 4 
{weating of this kind, for heightening their flavour, and improve 
ing their natural qualities. Befides the above obfervation, the 
following tules fhould be ftri@tly attended to. WE 


1. Chufe fuch roots as are neither worm-eaten, rotten,,or — 


broke, but perfect in their tafte, colour, and {mell ;- fuch as. 


exceed neither in foftnefs, nor hardnefs.. . 


2. As frefh dried roots are, the fitteft for ufe, none fhould be 


_ kept after the return of the feafon. - 


2. The drier the time you gather the roots in, the better 
they are; for they have the lefs excrementitious moifture in 
them, ; ; c 
4. Such rvots as are foft, your bett way is to dry in the fun, 
or el fe hang them in the chimney-corner upon a {tring ; as for 


*fach as are hard, you may dry them any where, 


. Such roots as are great, will keep longer than fuch as are 
fmall, yet moft of them will keep a year. he 
“6. Such roots as are foft, it is your beft way to keep then 


_ always near the fire, and to. take this general rule for it:°if in 


winter-time you find any of your roots, herbs, or flowers be- 
gin to,be moift, as many times you fhall (for it is your keft 
way to look to them once a month) dry them by a very gentle. 
fire: or if you can with conveniency keep them near the fire, 
you may fave yourfelf the labour. | 

~ 47, It isin vain to dry roots that may commonly be had, as . 
parfley, fennel, plantain, &¢. but gather them only for pre- 
fent need,- for which reafon it would be beft to keep fome of 


- them always in the garden, that they may be taken up for ufe 


~ as they happen to be wanted: of this clafs are the black and 


white briony, cuckow-point, flower-de-luce, and fome others. 

But many retain the greatelt part of their efficacy, when care- 

fully dried, and fome are much improved by the ses ‘

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Moft people take up their roots for medical purpofes in au- 
tumn: but this isa moft abfurd and irrational practice; the 
beft time for gathering them being in the earlier part of the 

-fpring, when the leaves are juft going to bud, for then they are 
in their greateft vigour, the juices being rich, frefh, and full, 
and confequently the ftrength and efficacy is greateft at this. 
feafon. 7 | 

» Inthe latter end of February, or the beginning of March, 

the places in which the different plants delight to grow, fhould 
. be carefully fearched, for the firlt buddings of the leaves, and 
__ when the roots are difcovered, and taken up, they are to be 
cleaned, and prepared for drying in the manner which beft 
agrees with their feveral natures. ; | | 

. Some are full of a thick, flimy juice, as the fquill, or fea- 
onion, and many others of that kind; thefe muit be cut into 
thin flices, and frequently turned till they are perfectly dry, 
for if they are put up before, they will foon go mouldy, and 
be good for nothing; but when rightly prepared, they keep 
very well, and moit of them retain their full virtues. 

- Other roots are not fo full of juice, and what they have is 
more eafily diffipated. _Thefe have their virtue either diffufed 
through their whole-fubftance, or only in the outer part, and they. 
are to be treated accordingly. When they areof one uniform 
fubftance throughout, they fhould be {plit open lengthways, 
after cutting off the head, and the little end, or, if very thick, 
it will be as well to quarter them, after which a needle threaded 
with {mall twine is to be drawn through each piece, and then 
they may be hung up to dry, in the manner of herbs, by 
{tretching the line acrofs.a room, in which there is a fire con- 
ftantly kept, or by. leaving the doors and windows open in 
good weather, if there is no fire. Higeet 
* When roots confift of a thick flefhy fubftance on the out- 
fide, and a hard fticky part in the middle, the outer part con- 
tains all the virtues, and, in this cafe, after fpktting the root 
longitudinally as before, and taking out the hard woody part,

b OF BARKS. 


BARKS, which phyficians ufe in medicine, are of thefe 
forts; of fruits, of roots, of boughs. ; 

2. The barks of fruits are to be taken when the fruit is full 
ripe, as oranges, lemons, &c. but becaufe I have nothing to 
do with exotics here, I pafs them without any more words. 


3. The barks of trees are beft gathered in the fpring, if of — 


oaks, 
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oaks, of fuch great trees; becaufe then they come eafier off, 
and fo you may dry them if you pleafe: but indeed the belt 
_ ‘way is to gather all barks only for prefent ufe. 

4. As for the barks of roots, it is thus to be gotten. Take 
the roots of fuch herbs as have a pith in them, as parfley, fen- 
nel, &c. flit them in the middle, and when you have taken 
out the pith (which you may eafily do) that which remains is 
called (though improperly) the bark, and indeed 1s only to be 
ufed.

OF JUICES. PP aa 


JUICES are to be preffed ont of herbs when they are young 
and tender, out of forme {talks and tender tops of herbs an 
plants, and alfo out of fome flowers. Sh 
2, Having gathered the herb, you would preferve the juice 
oftit, when it is very dry (for otherwife the juice will not be 
worth a button) bruife it very well in aftone ftmortar with a 
wooden peitle, then having put it into a canvas bag, the herb 
J mean, not the mortar, for that will give but little juice, prefs 
it hard in a’prefs, then take the juice and clarify it.” | 
_ 3. The manner of clarifying it is thus: put it into a pip- 
kin or fkillet, or fome fuch thing, and fet it over the fire; and 
when the {cum arifes, take it off; let it ftand over the fire till 
no more fcum arife; when you have your juice clarified, caft 
away the fcum asa thing of no ufe. Sam aad . 
When you have thus clarified it, you have two ways to pre~ 
ferve it all the year. eae at 
(r.) When it is cold, put it into a glafs, and put fo much 
oil on it as will cover it tosthe thicknefs of two fingers; the’ 
oil will fwim at the top, and fo keep the air from coming to 
putrify it :* when you intend to ufe it, pour it into a porringer, 
and if any oil come out with it, you may eafily feum it off 
with a fpoon, and put the juice you ufe not into the glafs 
again, it will quickly fink under the oil, This is the firlt way. 
“'(2.) The fecond way is a little more difficult, and the juice 
’ of fruit is ufually preferved this way. When you have clarified 
it, boil it over the fire, till (being cold) it be of the thicknefs 
of honey: this is moft commonly ufed for difeafes of the. 
mouth, and is called Roba and Saba. seeds 
5. In bruifing roots forthe purpofe of obtaining their juice, 
it is often proper to moiften them with a little white-wine ; 
and when the juice is acrid, of an ill tafe, or is apt tobe cold 
and heavy, a little fugar may be added; and in many cafes, _ 
particularly {corbutic ones, a little lemon or crange juice will be 
a ferviceable vehicle, without depriving the juice exprefled from 
the plant of any of its qualitys | |

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- INFUSIONS come naturally to be confidered after juices, 

- and when thofe are not to be procured, thefe will, in molt ca- 
_ Ses, very well fupply their place. Juices are only to be obtained 
from fre(h-gathered plants, but the time when the plants are 
to be had frefh, -in a ftate of perfection, is but fhort, and when 
that is once over, recourfe mult be had to the dried plant, which 
contains fufficient virtues, if it has becn gathered and preferved 
according to the diretions before laid down for that purpofe, 
to anfwer every end that could be expected from it in a recent 
{late. | | . 

2. But infufions may be made with as much propriety : 
from frefh as trom dried herbs; and, indeed, they are the beft 
. form of giving all thofe whofe qualities are light, and whofe 
virtues are eafily extracted. Befides, there are many plants 
_ of fo dry a nature, that it would be an abfurdity to attempt at 
getting their juice in any quantity, and all fuch are be(t given 
in an infufion, which is fure to extract the greate(t part of their 
_ Virtues, if not the whole. ; 

3, Infufions are of two kinds ; they are either made in con- 
fiderable quantities at a time, that they may be drank cold; 
or they are made and drank immediately in the manner of tea, 
which lait is much the beft method: but many people will not 
do this, becaufe they find the flavour of the herb much ftronger 
while the infufion is hot than when it is fuffered to cool. 

4. Every perfon knows that infufions made in the manner 
of tea, are to be drank juit in the fame manner, with the addi- 
_ tion of a little fugar ; the other are to be made by cutting the 
herb in pieces, and pouring fuch a quantity of boiling water upon » 


+ it as will receive fufficient ftrength therefrom to an{wer the pur- 


pofe for which the infufion is intended ; they are beft made in 
a {tone jar, with a clofe cover, and mutt ftand five or fix hours, 
_ or a whole night, according as the virtues of the ingredients are 
hard, or eafy to be extracted ; after which they muft be poured — 
clear off, aud then they are ready for ufe, : 

5. It is impoffible to afcertain the exa& quantity of water 
which the different herbs will require, to make the infufion {uf- 
ficiently ftrong, as their qualities and {trength are fo exceedingly 
various, ‘The belt way is to fuit it as nearly as poffible to the 
patient’s {trength and palate, for while it contains as much vir- 
tue of the plant as is neceflary, it fhould not be made. difacreeas 
ble, if that can be poflibly. avoided. | 


| OF DISTILLED WATERS, 


_ DISTILLED waters come next to be treated of, and 
they are of two kinds; fimple and {pirituous ; the firft of thefe 
Vou, I. 6P . are 


. of diftilling in fand, I would attempt it. 
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are beft made of the dried herb, a pound and half of which 
is'to be put into the ftill over night, with two gallons of water, 
and one gallon is to be drawn off the next morning; or if fim- . 
ple waters are diftilled from feeds, a pound of thefe are a fuf- 
ficient quantity to put into two gallons of water, one of 
which may be drawn off: rofe-water, and fome few others, 
- require five or fix pounds of the ingredient to a quantity of 
-water, fufficient to yield a gallon. 

Spirituous or cordial waters are made in nearly the fame 


“manner as the fimple ones, excepting that brandy, or fome.. . 


other fpirit, is fubftituted, and yet thefe are fometimes called 
{imples, though fomewhat improperly; for in truth, nothing — 
is fimple but pure elements; all things elfe are compounded 
of them. We come now to treat of the artificial medicines, 
in the form of which (becaufe we muft begin fomewhere) we 
fhall place diftilled waters; in which cenfider— 

2. Waters are diftilled of herbs, flowers, fruits, and roots. 

3, The herbs ought to be diftilled when they are in the 
ereateft vigour, and fo ought the flowers alfo. _ | 

4. The vulgar way of diftillations which people ufe, becaufe 
they know no better, is in a pewter ftill; and although 
diftilled waters are the weakeft of artificial medicines, and 
good for little but mixtures of other medicines, yet they are 
weaker, by many degrees, than they would be were they diftilled _ 
in fand. If I thought it not impoffible to teach you the way 
_ 5. When you have diftilled your water, put it into a 

glafs, covered over with a paper pricked full of holes, fo 
that the excrementitious and fiery vapours may exhale, which 
caufe that fettling in  diftilled waters called the Mother, 
which corrupt them; then cover it clofe, and keep it for 
your ufe. — : 

6. Stopping diftilled waters with a cork makes them. 
mufty, and fo does paper, if it but touch the water; it is 
beft to ftop them with a bladder, being firft put in water, — 
and bound over the top of the glafs. 

7. Such cold waters as are diftilled in a pewter ftill (if well 
kept) will endure a year; fuch as are diftilled in fand, as they — 
_ aré twice as ftrong, fo they endure twice as long. 

Herbs are fometimes diftilled in fpirit; that is, {pirit made - 
ufe of inftead of water. Thofe’ moft commonly employed. 
are cinnamon, nutmeg, anifeed, juniper, and fome few others ; 
and as all of thefe aré to be had of the druggifts, or thofe 
who vend {pirituous: liquors, and at a much cheaper rate 
than they can be made in fmall quantities, I fhall pafs 
them by. )

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OF SYRUPS. 


A Syrup is a medicine of a liquid form, compofed of in-~ 
* fufion, decoftion, and juice. And, 1ft. For the more grate- 
ful. tafte. 2. For the better keeping of it; with a certain 
quantity of honey or fugar, hereafter mentioned, boiled to the 
thicknefs of new honey. : 

2. You fee at the firft view, that this aphorifm divides itfelf 
into three branches, which deferve feverally to be treated of, 
VIZ. ) 

1. Syrups made by infufion. 
2. Syrups made by deco€tion, 
| 3. Syrups made by juice. | | 

Of each of thefe, {for your inftruétion-fake, kind-country- 
_ men and women) I fpeak'a word or two apart. : 

ft, Syrups made by infufion, are ufually miade of flowers, 
and of fuch flowers as foon lofe their colour and ftrength by 
~ boiling, as rofes, violets, peach-flowers, &c. They are made 
thus: Having picked your flowers clean, to every pound of 
‘them add three pounds or three pints, which you will (for it 
is all one) of {pring water, made boiling hot; firft put your 
flowers into a pewter pot, with a cover, and pour the water 
on them; then fhutting the pot, let it ftand by the fire, to 
keep hot twelve hours, and ftrain it out; in fuch fyrups as . 
purge, as damafk rofes, peach flowers, &c. the ufual, and in- 
deed the beft way, is to repeat this infufion, adding frefh 
flowers to the fame liquor divers times, (that fo it may be the 
{tronger), having {trained it out, put the infufion into a pewter 
 bafon, or an earthen one well glazed, and to every pint of it 
add two pounds of fugar, which being only melted over the 
fire, without boiling, and fcummed, will produce you the 
fyrup you defire. “ 

adly. Syrups made by decoétion are ufually made of com 
pounds; yet may any fimple herb be thus converted into fyrup: 
Take the herb, root, or flowers you would make into a fyrup, 
and bruife it a little; then boil it ina convenient quantity 
of {pring water: the more water you boil it in, the weaker 
it will be; a handful of the herb or root is a convenient quantity 
fora pint of water; boil it till half the water be confumed, 
then let it ftand till it be almolt cold, and ftrain it through a 
woollen cloth, letting it run out at leifure, without prefling : 
to every pint of this decoction add one pound of fugar, and 
boil it over the fire till it come to a fyrup, which you may 
know, if you now and then cool a little of it with a {poon: 
fcum it all the while it boils, and when it is fufficiently boiled, 
whilft it is hot, ftrain it again through a woollen cloth, but 
prefs it not. ‘Thus you have the fyrup perfected.

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gdly. Syrups made of juice, are ufually made of fuch herbs 
as are full’ of juice, and indeed they are better made into a fyrup 
this way than any other. The operation is thus: Having beaten.

then letthe juice boil away till abouta quarter of it be confumed’;

g. All fyrups, if well made, continue a year with fome ad-_ 
vantage; yet fuch as are made by infufion keep fhorteft. — 

But befide this general method of preparing fyrups, there are 
fome that require the ingredients to be differently: proportioned, 
an enumeration of which, together with the manner of prepar- 
ing them, immediately follows. And the firft of thefe which. 
offers itfelf for our cenfideration is—— ‘ st Baetehty 

a. Syrup or BuckTHorN. This is made with a gallon 
_ of juice of the ripe berries, an ounce of ginger bruifed, an ounce, 
and half of pimento or Jamaica pepper, and feven pounds of 
double refined fugar. When the juice has {tood two or three 
days to fettle, it muft be trained clear from the dregs, after 
_ which the fpices are to be infufed in a pint of the liquor for the 

fpace of four or five hours, and then {trained likewife. The 
_remaining part of the juice is then to be kept boiling over a 
gentle fire, till it comes to three pints ; and then by adding the 
remaining part of the juice, in which the {pices were macerated, 
and the fugar, the fyrup will be completed. wie 
9. Syrup oF GINGER is made by pouring three pints of 
boiling water on four ounces of bruifed ginger, and fificring 
jt to infufe for four or five hours ; after which it is to be ftrained 
off, and made into a fyrup, with the addition of five pounds of 

. fugar. 
i Syrups oF LeMon Juice, mulberries, and fuch like 
fruit, are made by diffolving three pounds of fugar in a quaft of 
the clarified juice, which will, in general, make them of a pro- 
per confiftence and f{trength for keeping. Ae oe

then diffolving in the {trained liquor a pound and three quarters.

8. Syrue oF VioLetTs:is made by macerating two pounds 


of the frefh gathered flowers, twenty-four hours in five pints of» 


boiling water, and afterwards diffolving, in the ftrained liquor, 
the quantity of refined fugar preferibed in the general directions 
for making this form of medicine. it 

Thefe are all, or at lea{t the greateft part, of the fyrups that 
require any particular treatment ; the others are to be prepared 
in the manner which is laid down at the beginning of this head 5 
and when once made, they will keep the year round; and be at 
all times ready for ufe. 


‘ OF TINCTURES. ; pF 
TINCTURES are a very ufeful form of medicine; as they 


generally contain the greateft part of the virtues of the different 


ingredients which compofe them; and may oftentimes be given 
where the other forms are not convenient. . They may be made 
with any of the roots or barks which are reconsmended to be 
kept dry in the courfe of this work ; and the following rule will 
in general ferve for all fuch as are the produce of our owa 


country. |

OF OILS, 


OILS are procured by three different procefles, namely, dif- 
tillation, expreffion, and infufion. The fir(t. of thefe come 
over with and float on the furface of the fimple diftilled waters, 
and are feparated from them by means of a-funnel, the Geri 
of which is to be be witha finger, and the liquor poured 
into it, the oil will foon be feen floating on the top ; the water 
is then to be let out by removing the finger, and the feparation _ 
effected by replacing it, and-clofing the ftem again as foon as __ 
the water is all/run-off, and before the oil efcapes. 

_2. The fecond clafs are made by bruifing the fubftances from 
which they are to be extracted in a mortar, and then {queezing 
out the oil by means of a prefs. . 

3. And thofe of the third clafs are made by infufing a fuffi- 
_ cient quantity of any herbs or flowers in oil of olives, which mu 
be kept conftantly hot, till’ it has attained ftrength enpugh to 
anfwer the. purpoleé-it is intended for, 

4. The general ufe of thefe oils is, for painsin the limbs, 
roughnefs of the fkin, the itch, &c. as alfo for ointments and 
plaiiters.

OF OINTMENTS., 


VARIOUS are the ways of making ointments, which au-~ 
thors have left to pofterity, which I thall omit, and quote one 
which is eafieft to be made, and therefore moft beneficial to 
people that are ignorant in phyfic, for whofe fake I write this. 
It is thus done: 

Bruife thofe herbs, flowers, or roots, you will make an oint- 
ment of, and to two handfuls of your bruifed herbs add a pound 
of hogs-greafe dried, or cleanfed from the fkins, beat them 
very well together in a ftone mortar with a wooden peftle, then — 
put it into a tone pot, (the herb and greafe I mean, not the 

mortar) 
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mortar) cover it with a paper, and fet it either in the fun; or 
fome other warm place, three, four, or five days, that it may 
melt ; then take it out and boil it a little ; then, whilftit is hot, 
{train it out, preffing it out very hardin a prefs; to'this greale 
add as many more herbs bruifed as before ; letthem fland in like 
manner as long, then boil them as you did the former: if you, 
think your ointment not {trong enough, you may do’it the third: 
-and fourth time, yet this I will tell you, the fuller of juice the 
~ herbs are, the fconer will your ointment be {trong ; the laft time 
you boil it, boil it fo Jong till your herbs be crifp, and the juice 
confumed, then ftrain it, preffing it hard’in a prefs, and to every 
pound of ointment add two ounces of turpentine, and as much 
wax, becaufe greafe is offenfive to wounds as well as oil. ) 
_-2. Ointments are vulgarly known to be kept in pots, and 
will laft above a year, fome above two years. Thus, when 
compared with what are afcribed ‘to them in other publica- 
’ tions, it will be found upon examination, that the human 
body is fubject to very few difeafes indeed, for which this work — 
does not hold forth a fuitable remedy, if it be properly and 
fkilfully applied. And it will furely be allowed by every ra- 
tional perfon, that it is better to be acquainted with a-fingle 
" setnedy whofe efficacy may be relied on in the cure of any dif- . 
orders, than with fifty that are fuppofed to be good. for the 
fame putpofes, but without any foundation for fuch a fup-

‘I'am, however, far from intending to infinuate that the: 
adminiftrating of the different remedies which are recommend~ 
ed in this treatife, will in every cafe produce *thofe falutary 
effects, for which they are with juftice extolled. “This would 
be faying more than experience could poflibly warrant, for the 
moft fkilful and fuccefsful pra€titioners in the world, have been 
conftrained to confefs that ficknefs and difeafe too often fet their 
endeavours at defiance, and baffle their utmoft effurts ; we every 
day fee ftriking proofs of the infufficiency of the mott celebrated 
noftrums, though frequently entitled, never failing remedies, 
to protract the human life beyond the date appointed it by hea- 
yen, I can only fay, that wherever I have fpoken of the virtues 
of plants from my own experience, their efficacy has been con-’ 
firmed by repeated trials, and though they neither have, nor 
will fucceed in every cafe, there is great reafon to hope and 
believe, that a judicious and timely ufe of them will many.

IT is an old, and in general a very juft remark, that all 
thofe plants that refemble one another in external form and ap- 
pearance, are pofleffed of fimilar virtues, though perhaps in 
very different degrees. For inftance, moft of the umbelli- 
ferous, or rundle-bearing plants, fuch as angelica, anife, car- 
raway, coriander, fennel, and parfley, are of a warm, aroma- 
tic, carminative nature, efpecially when they grow in dry 
fituations.. But fuch of them as delight in wet fituations, are 
‘frequently poffeffed of poifonous qualities, of which the water 
hemlock, and the hemlock dropwort, are examples. 

ae Plants with bulbous roots are commonly of an acrid, 
cleanfing, diuretic nature, as the fquill, onion, and. garlic, and 
many of them are fo highly acrimonious, as to require the ut- 
moft care and circumf{pection, in giving them internally, a- 
mong which laft are the roots of the meadow faffron, 

3. Moft of the plants that have fimple flowers, and abound | 
with a milky juice, are poifonous, as the {purges, celandine, 
and many of the mufhroom tribe. 3 

4. The plants that produce grinning or gaping flowers, are 
generally of an aromatic, refolvent quality, and moft of them 
are good in diforders esi hes to the head, and in neryous com- 
‘plaints, 

5- Plants that grow in watery fituations are frequently cor- 
rofive and poifonous, as the crow-foots, and feveral others, 
and molt of them.which have honey-cups, that are not con- 
nected with the petals are alfo poifonous, if taken in too large 
a quantity ; to this clafs belong the Hellebores, and many 
others. “ 

6. Plants that hile a heavy livid appearance, and a naufeous 
ungrateful fmell, are in general productive: of difagreeable ef- 
fects, when tfien inwardly, and fome of them would Bee 
fatal, as the henbane, and deadly night-thade.

“OF CRITICAL DAYS. 


TT is a palpable and apparent truth, that God carries 
meh to‘ the principles of grace, by the book of the 
creatures ; this is intimated by Abraham Aveniezra, an 
Arabian. Phyfician, arid‘a fingular Aftrologer, who in his 
treatife on “ Critical “Days,” (which favoureth of the 
things beyond heathenifm), thus begins: oie 
«"T entreat'the Lord God, that he would enlighten my 
<¢ héart with his light and truth, fo long as my ‘fpirit re- 
“ mains in‘me; for his light is very delightful and good 
«for the eye of my foul to fee by ; for fo fhall the night » 
«he enlighténed to me asthe day, neither fhall the 
“€ ‘clouds fhadow it; it fhall not be ‘like the light of the 
* Sun by day, becaufe it fhall not be clouded; nor like 
‘the light of the Moon, becaufe it fhall never be dimi- 
‘¢’nifhed, as her licht is.” God has made thefe lights as 
he Ras made man, and he appointed the greater light to 
rule the day, and the leffer to rule ‘the night : Hence it 
appears, ‘the Sun was made to rule the day, and not 
‘wholly to give light to it; and the Moon was made to 
rule ifs night, not to give light to it only, as appears, 
Gen. i. becaufe the has no light to give; alfo he has 
madé the whole hoft of heaven, the fixed ftars and pla- 
nets; and given them virtues, together’wiih the: lumina- 
ries; but their virtues are not fo great as the virtues of 
the luminaries ; neither is the virtue of the Moon fo great 
as the virtue of the Sun, becaufe fhe borrows her light 
from the Sun: the whole hoft of heaven, that is the fixed 
ftars, move all in the fame fphere; and therefore their 
Vou'ts REE RURR: A POE APR diftance 
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diftance and their latitude are always the fame one from 
the other: but it is not fo with the planets; for their 
courfe is various, and fo is their diftance’ one from 
the other, and fo is their latitude; for fométimes they are 
upon the ecliptic, fometimes north from it, fometimes 
fouth, fometimes retrograde, fometimes direct, fometimes 
in conjunction one with another, fometimes in oppofiti- 
on, fometimes in other afpects. The reafon of this is, 
becaufe the fphere of one is lower than the fphere of the 
other ; and the lower the fphere is, the fooner they make 
their revolution. | Pinal 
The neareft to the earth of all the planets is the Moon, 
and therefore her courfe is fwifteft: and befides her differ- 
ence in longitude and latitude, there happen other acci- 
dents to her which are not vifible to other -planets ;. for 
fometimes fhe encreafes, fometimes decreafes, and fome- 
times fhe is invifible or fails in light. The reafon wh 
the planets are not feen horned as the Moon, is, becaufe 
their diftance is greater from us; all the planets feem 
Jarger, the greater their diftance from the Sun, or the 
nearer to the earth, according to Copernicus: alfo fome- 
times the Moon is eclipfed, but not in the fame manner 
as the Sun; for the Sun never lofes its light, but is onl 
ihadowed from a particular -people or place, by the bod 
of the Moon; but the Moon, eclipfed totally, lofes her 
light; and the reafon is, the Sun’s light is his own, but 
the Moon’s is borrowed... _ PORE 
This being premifed, confider that all things under the 
Moon univerfally, whether men, beafts, or plants, are. 
changed, and never remain in the fame ftate, neither are 
their thoughts and deeds the fame: take counfel of your 
head, and it will certify to. you what I fpeak is true, 
and they are varied according to the various courfe and 
difpofition of the planets: look upon your own geniture, 
and you fhall find your thoughts moved to choler, fo 
often as the Moon tranfits the place where the body or

CRISIS, according’'to Galen,’ is 4 fwift and fudden: 
change of any difeafe, ‘whereby 'the fiek is either brought 
to recover, or death. For every fwift and fudden change’ 
wherever it happens, whether in the Moon or the air, or 
fick body, Galen calls-a Crifis; and from’ this Crifis is} 
judgment given, whether the fick be’ likely to live or die. v 
The word Crifis\is derived from the Greek word spias' 
which fignifies to judge or difcern, ‘or pafs fenterice upon: 
a'thing; therefore. critical days’ are nothing’ elfe but days 
wherein aman may difcern a difeafe, or give judgment: 
upon it; be it good or bad, it matters not ‘much; ‘it is 
taken. by a metaphor from: the judicial court to the art 
of phyfic, becaufe it is fomething' like to plead a man’s:

THE caufe of a difeafe is that which makes the difeafe to 
be prefent, which is always fomething phyfical, which im- 
pairs the fun@tions, by producing a diforder inthe folids or .

The caufes of difeafes are divided into external and in- 
ternal, diftant and immediate, primitive, antecedent, and

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- The folids become caufes of difeafes, when their elatti- 
city and natural found ftate is loft, or when_ they are too 
elaftic. ; 

‘The exceffive tenfion of the fibres of the folids difturbs 
the circulation of the blood and fivids, whence arife fe. 
vers, convulfions, &c. It likewife produces the compref- 
fion of certain parts, by the fpafms of the membranes 
which furround them, whence proceeds the-retention or 
diminution of certain evacuations. For inftance, if this 
affects the fphinéter of the bladder, \it occafions a retention 
of urine. 

When the elafticity is loft, a defect in the ation is pro- 
duced, whence proceeds: the lofs or diminution of the or- 
gan, asin the pally of the bladder, Sometimes the fluids 
are dammed up in the parts, asin the ranula...

Though faults in the fluids are difeafes of themfelves, 

yet here they are called Caufes of Difeafes, “ 
* Thefe faults may be hereditary, as in the venereal and 
{crophulous difeafes; or adventitious, when they have loft 
their good qualities from external caufes, or a defe&t in the 
folids. é 

The fluids may be vitiated either as to their quantity or

The chyle may be too much or too little, too thick or 
too fluid, as alfo too acrid or fharp. | tie 

The fame faults may be ‘in the blood, or it may be 
tainted with poifons of various forts, fuch as the venereal, 
the fcorbutic, the cancerous, the fcrophulous, the pforic, 
the arthritic, and the hydrophobic. 

The fecreted. fluids may be faulty, when their quantity 
is too {mall or too great; or when their fluidity, denfity, or 
qualities are preternatural. _. | :

All excretions and evacuations, when they are ftopped, 
contribute greatly to produce a. plethora, and heap up im- 
purities in the body; and all things, of whatever kind, 
that hinder the excretions, are hurtful) and noxious. 
Hereunto may be referred too much aliments the abufe of 
acids and vifcids; very cold and moitt air; want of: exer- 
cife; incongruous drinks, and corrupted victuals. 

Every thing that weakens the body and deitroys the 
tone and ftrength of the parts, produces ftagnations of the 
fluids, .obftructions of the glands, and corruptions of the 
vifeera, and confequently contributes to bring on chroni- 
cal affe@ions, and to render the acute fatal. Hence 
precedent difeafes and improper remedies are highly’ 
noxious. | . | 

Regard muft always be had to the particular conftitution, 
age, fex, and cuftomary way of living of the patient. |

SEMEIOTICE ; OR THE SIGNS OF DISEASES. — 


THE fign of a difeafé is that which helps us to know 
and diftinguith the caufe of its approach, duration, and 
event. ; | ve . 

Signs are of three kinds, the Commemorative, the 
Diagnoftic, and the Prognoftic. ' 


r. The commemorative teach us what has happened be- 
fore the difeafe, and are taken from’ every thing that pre~ 
ceded; that is, the patient’s manner of living, the place 
of his habitation, the conftitution of his parents; the dif- 
eafes to which he has been. fubject, or has contracted 5 
the pofture he was in at the time of being wounded, &c. — 

2. The Diagnoftic figns difcover the prefent ftate of the — 
difeafe, and aflift in judging of its caufes and nature. 

They are diftinguifhed into common, proper, pofitive, 
exchifive, equivocal, univocal, fenfible, rational, and pa- 
thognomonic. — ; Ot Sea 

- Common. figns are thofe which are always met with in 
the fame kind of difeafes. As for inftance, a tumour is 2 
| | common 
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édmmon ficn of all impofthumes. Proper figns are thofe 
which are particular to each difeafe, and make a difference 
between feveral difeafes of the fame kind;, ‘for example, 
fluGtuation is a particular fign which fhews. the difference 
between the tumour where that is found, and the tumour 
where it is not found. — | 
 Pofitive figns determine fo cléarly concerning a difeafe, 
that we cannot doubt of it; thus a confiderable heemor- 
rhage from a wound is a pofitive fign that there is a vefiel 
opened. | ative 
Exclufive figns, by teaching that a difeafe is not of. fuch 
or fuch a kind, difcover of what kind it really is. . Thus 
when a patient has the hiccup with a vomiting of .bilious 


matter and excrements, if there is no tumour in the groin. 


or about the belly, we know there is no herma, and there- 
fore we conclude that it proceeds from the iliac paffion. 
~Equivocal figns are thofe which appear in feveral, kinds 
of difeafes. For inftance, pain in any.part and difficulty 
of motion'are equivocal figns, becaule they equally belong 
to a luxation and a fracture. ath : 
Univocal figns are never met with but in one kind of 
difeafe, and characterize it. Thus in fearching the blad- 
der, if we meet witha hard body, it is a univocal fign that 
the patient is afflicted with the-ftone. .. ; 
Senfible figns are thofe which are evident to the fenfes. 
Thus by the fight we know a bad conformation, an exter- 
nal folution of continuity, &c. By the hearing we per- 
ceive the fractured pieces make a crackling noife. By the

fure of the extent, depth, and direction of a wound or 
finus. By the tafte we may determine the-kind of fluid

Pediluvia, at bed-time, increafe the motion of 
the blood and arteries. 

An‘intermitting pulfe has been generally looked upon to 
be dangerous and fatal, and yet it frequently happens in 
the hyfteric paffion, and the colic, and great flatulences, 

without any bad event. 
’-- And here it may be obferved, that the prefence of a 
phyfician often puts the patient into a flutter, and there- 
fore he fhould have time to compofe himfelf before his 
pulfe be felt, otherwife great miftakes may happen. He 
will beft judge of the quicknefs of a pulfe by a watch that 
has a hand which tells feconds., 

A frequent pulfe is the pathognomonic fign of a fever, 
and there are few fevers in which it is not fomewhat hard, 
except the malignant attended with fweats, and then it is 
undulous, with great dejection of ftrength. 

In the beginning of a continual fever, or paroxyfm of

OF SIGNS FROM THE BLOOD. 


BEFORE we can determine which is a favourable or. 
bad prognoftic from the blood, it will be neceffary to know 
what the beft blood is, and why it is fo denominated: for 
phyficians vary in their opinions concerning it. _ 

Some fay the beft blood foon becomes a kind of a red 
gelly, depofiting a thick coagulum at the bottom, with a 
moderate quantity of fluid ferum at the top. But let that 
‘be as it will, it is certain that this vital purple fluid differs 
according to the age, the nature of aliment, and manner 
of living; as alfo with regard to the country, or climate, 
and feafon of the year, while the perfon is in a good ftate 
of health. Befides, perfons of a fanguineous temperament, 
whofe blood feems pure, gelatinous, and of a beautiful red, 
are often attacked with many and grievous difeafes. 

Blood of a bad afpect has been attended with no dift 
orders, while that which is taken for the beft has been 
drawn from perfons in a dangerous illnefs. The blood of 
fcorbutic and hectic patients has been fluid and of a florid 
red, while that of the found and robuit has been denfe, 
glutinous, black, and quickly coagulated. © In apopledtic, 
paralytic, fpafmodic, and convulfive caics, the colour and 
confiftence of the blood has been free from blame; and 

éven 
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even in a virulent carcinoma the blood that forced itfelf 
from the arteries was fluid and of a fine red without gny 
fenfible diforder. OR WEP, | t | 

Prognoftics from the infpection of the blood alone 
are very deceitful, for though itis faulty; if it circulates 
‘freely there is feldom any danger. On the contrary; ‘the 
beft blood, if it ftagnates, or is extravafated, not only 
caufes difeafes but death itfelf. Therefore the caufes of 
difeafes are to be fought for in the folids rather than in the 
fluids. Ae? 

‘Though the blood is never fo good, if an extravafation 
happens, it putrifies, and excites dangerous fymptoms 3 
in the head an apoplexy, fevers, or epileptic convulfions, 
and by confent of parts vomiting.. If it is poured into 
the cavity of the thorax or abdomen in any large quantity, 
it is foon turned into a fatal putrefaction. | 

While the blood continues in the veffels, if it is ftrong- 
ly impacted into the membranes ‘of the brain, it wilt 
caufe a phrenzy; if into the coats of the ftomach or 
inteftines, a pernicious inflammation tending to a mortifis 
cation. 

If the blood being grumous continues in the ventricles, 
auricles, or greater veflels of the heart, it will produce a 
fyncope or fudden death. When there is a firm ftafis , 
in the fubftance-of the mufcles, and its progreflive motion 
‘is ftopped, it will turn to a mortification or fatal putre. 
faction. | 

When the vifcera are infarfted or ftuffed with blood 
‘or ferum, they will produce an obftruction and induration 3 
the moft grievous chronical difeafes, a cachexy, dropfy, or 
hectic; and yet the blood taken from a vein fhall appear 
without fault. . mr 

Poifons, peftilential and contagious miafmata, the mat- 
ter of the gout and itch drove back, will kill perfons 
with violent {pafms, and yet the blood fhall feem without 
defect. | : 
The fpiffitude of the blood is greatly blamed in hypo- 
chondriac and hyfteric cafes, and yet experience tells us 
that the colour and confiftence are quite free from pravity. 
In fevers there may be too great plenty or expanfion, or a 
latent acrimony in the blood, but not a denfity and thick- 
nefs as is commonly fuppofed. 

- However, when the ‘blood is thick, black, and coagu- 
letes too foon, it will be apt to ftagnate in the say 
' 3 vefiels 
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veffels and produce obftructions. When this kind of 
blood, by violent commotions of the body or mind, or 
intenfe cold, is driven forcibly into the lymphatic vefiels, 
it will readily ftagnate and produce inflammations. Tvhis 
is evident in the pleurify and peripneumonies, in which the 
ferum on the top of the blood appears like tenacious glue. 
It fhould therefore be taken away plentifully till. the re- 
mainder is fit for a free circulation; giving at the fame 
time alkalies, volatiles, diluents, and aqueous remedies to 
fubtilize the blood. 3 ‘ 
When the blood is thin, florid, and of a fcarlet co- 
lour,, it prefages no good, efpecially if it is deftitute of. 
ferum; fer this is the cafe of the arthritic and {corbutic, 
and fhews that the blood abounds with alkaline falts. This 
_alfo attends flow and hetic fevers, from a hot inte(tinal 
motion. <A free ufe of wine and aromatics will produce 
the fame effects in biliows conftitutions. This will like- 
wife happen in malignant fevers, and often in epileptic and 
{pafmodic difeafes. Bleeding in thefe cafes, when the 
blood is of this confitence, fhould never be repeated ; but 
rather gellies, mucilages, and nutritive, fubitances fhould 
be given: as alfo things which are acidulated, deftroy 
acrimony, extinguifh heat, and appeafe commotions. 

When the ferum is too great in proportion to the red 
coagulum, it fhews that fanguification is hurt, the perfpi- 
ration or the urine teo little, and threatens a cachexy, 
cedematous tumours, or a dropfy. 

When the ferum is of an intenfe yellow, it either fhews 
the bilious recrements are not feparated from the blood, or 
that it is reforbed by the lymphatic veffels, from an ob- 
ftruction of the biliary ducts. 

In the feurvy, itch, cachexy, and fuppreffion of the 

-menfes, the ferum is variegated, appearing livid and blueith, 
being more or lefs turbid or whitith;. or there is a thick 
milky coat, and the coagulum is grumous, and of a black 
mixed with brown. ; | 

In the ues venerea and confummate fcurvy, the ferum 
is generally copious, muddy, and turbid. 

In burning fevers, there is little ferum, and the colour 
is fcarlet, with froth. olechale 

In the {mall pox, meafles, acute and continual fevers, 
the blood: is very fluid, and does not coagulate.

In a continual fever, if the urine is turbid, and yet 
without fettling after it has ftood for fome time, it isa

In the declination of catarrhal. fevers, the {fmall-pox, 
and meafles, if the urine having been aqueous and pel-

is quick, violent, or hard, render it more foft and

All fweats that happen in the beginning of fevers, and 
not on critical days, with no alleviation of the fymptoms, 
but are attended with coftivenefs, a thin urine without fe- 
diment, and a preter-natural pulfe, are alwaysbad.

_ To refrain profufe fweats, gentle laxatives, are good, 
fuch as manna or tamarinds with a nitrous powder:

"When the excrements. are white or grey, it ihews a 
defeét of the bile, which is not duly excrcted, as in the 
jaundice.

Likewife in the hypochondriac melancholy, madnetfs, 
cachexy; and hyfteric paffion, the belly is flow, the feces 
hard, and intenfely brown, or almoft black. Green tools 
are common to fucking children, with the gripes, reit- 
lefinefs, and epileptic fits. In hyfteric and hypochon- 
driac fits, green ftuff is often voided by vomit and ftool.

_, In malignant difeafes and dyfenteries; if feybals be 
“evacuated of a moft fetid fell, it is a forerunner of 
death: But when the ftools are not only fetid, but 
frothy, frequent, and of various colours, with a burning 
pain and a tenefmus, as in a dyfentery, this prognoftic 
hever fails.

Mucid feces with a thick phlegm denote a weak. digef-

When the excrements are copious and liquid, the appe- 
tite good while the body falls away, the finer ducts of the 
Villous coats of the inteftines are befet with a vifcid mucus, 
and produce a chylous diarrhoea.

Excrements with pure blood and without great pain, the 
blood proceeds from the yeins of the anus: but when there 
are grievous pains about the navel, and frequent dejections, 
it is a fign of the dyfentery. | 

When the feces are black like pitch, with great lofs of 
ftrength and a filthy ftench, they denote the black difeafe, 
efpecially if attended with vomiting of blood. 

In general, regular ftools are a fign of health; but if 
they err either in time, quantity, or ‘quality, they denote 
fome diforder. 

Coftivenefs creates and exafperates difeafes of the Kead; | 
as is obvious in the head-ach, hemicrania, ‘epilepfy, mad- 
nefs, melancholy, paralytic affections, the ophthalmia, | 
and hardnefs of hearing. 
- When the body is coftive and the feet cold, they fore- 
tel conftrictive anxieties of the precordia, the cardialgia, 

_ difficult breathing, melancholy, the head-ach, want of di- 
geftion, or flatulent pains in the hj ypochondria. 

No fever makes its attack without previous coftivenefs ; 
and when the dejections begin to be natural, it is’a pro- 
mifing fign of health. In putrid, malignant, and ‘bilious 
fevers, if a loofenefs happens on critical days, other figns 
concurring, it is a falutary omen, | 

In all difeafes, if the body is coftive, it fhould be kept | 
open with laxatives: if loofe, reftrained, unlefs the dif 
charge is critical; but not with opiates, but rather with 
mild, fixed diaphoretics, with a few grains of nitre, and |

fen fays the principal critical days are the yth,: 14th, ‘and 
a1ft; and affirms there are more recover on thofe days than 
die.

The crifis is performed on thefe days by excretions; 
that is, by fweat, ftool, oran hemorrhage. On all’ other 


days they are only fymptomatical. ; , 

‘An ephemera terminates in.24 hours; a mild fynocha_ 
on the fourth day; a more grievous on the feventh, by a 
bleeding at the nofe, with fleepinefs, or by a large fweat. 
Burning and bilious fevers go off on the fourth or 
eleventh day by a profufe fweat, often bya flux of the 
bellv. | 

A continual tertian remits on the third or fourth day, 
and turns to an intermittent. Catarrhal and epidemic fe- 
vers, with grievous fymptoms, have been obferyed to end 
on the fourth day with puftules about the nofe and lips, 
with an itching fweat. | | 

A flight pleurify and peripneumony have gone off, be- 
tween the third and fourth day, with the expectoration of 
bloody matter by.a cough; in young perfons on the feventh ; 
in adults, when the difeafe was bad, on the fourteenth, 
with a large fweat, copious fpitting, and a free refpiration ; 
a baftard pleurify and hepatitis generally end on the feventh 
or eleventh day, by fweat or a loofenefs. : 

An eryfipelaceous fever, which often makes its attack 
with thivering cold, violent heat, anda delirium, abates 
between the third and fourth day, when an acrid bili- 
ous matter is fent to the fkin. Some . writers fay the 
plague isnothing but a peftilential eryfipelas, which throws 
out buboes or carbuncles on the third, fourth, or feventh 
day. vee | le 

The fmall-pox and meafles generally appear between the 
third and fourth day, and then the fever ceafes in the fmall- 
“pox, in fome not till the eleventh, at which time the fe- 
condary fever comes on: if itis fatal, the patients die on. 
the eighth or eleventh. 

In fpotted fevers the fpots are feen on the fourth. or 
feventh day. Many epidemic fevers of all kinds go off 
happily on the eleventh day with a copious flux of the belly. 
Authors obferve that the crifis happens fometimes ‘on the
